TRAMPLED DOWN IN THE WILD RUSH 
TO ESCAPE. 


Seven Other Unfortunates at the Point 
ot Death From Inhaling the Fiames— 
The “Daily Times’’ Building Com- 
pletely Destroyed—Narrow Escape of 
Mditors and Printers—The Losses Will 
Reach a Million—Oasualties. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 28.~The Central 
Theater was totally destroyed by fire last 
night, and the eight-story building occupied 
by the Daily Times, which is in the rear of the 
theater, was also burned. 

Six members of the Devil’s Auction Co. 
lie dead beneath the fallen walls of the 
building, and nearly three-score people are 
in the hospital suffering from burns. Of the 
men and boys in the hospital seven are in 
such a serious condition that their recovery 
is doubtful. All were members of the audl- 
ence. Besides those who were seriously 
enough hurt to remain in the hospitals, fully 
fifty others were treated for minor injuries. 
The unfortunate members of the company 
who lost their lives are: ‘

In addition to the serious condition ofithe 
above, it is feared that many will lose their 
eye sight, as their burns are all mostly about 
the face. 

THE RUINS. 

By the light of day the destruction wrought 
by the fire was made more apparent and the 
desolation of the scene more terrible as it 
was without the accompanying grandeur 
given by the columns of flames shooting 
skyward above the tallest buildings. The 
ruin of the Central Theater is complete, only 
the front wall remaining standing. The other 
walls have fallen and fill the space 
they formerly inclosed. Directly back of the 
theater but a shell remains of the eight-story 
building occupied by the Times. The row of 
stores tothe cast of the two burned struc- 
tures and facing on Eighth street and ex- 
tending from Walnut to Sansom street are 
almost completely gutted by fire and water. 
Last night’s estimate placing the loss at 
$1,000,000 is about correct. 

Seven buildings used as stores and dwelling 
houses and stores on Eighth street, between 
Sansom and Walnut streets, were consider- 
ably damaged by the same fire. The fire 
broke out in the theater about 8 o’clock. In 
the rush to escape many were injured by 
being trampled on or thrown downstatlrs. 

The staff and compositors of the Daily 
Times had barely time to escape when the 
walls of the building fellin. The loss tothe 
Times Publishing Co. is placed at $300,000, of 
which about two-thirds is said to be covered 
with insurance. The damage to the building 
on Eighth streetis saiito be about $50,000, 
partly covered by insurance. 

A FIRE RECORD. 

This is the fourth time the sites of the Cen- 
tral Theater and the Times annex have been 
the scene of other fires. The first conflagra- 
tion occurred in 1861, when many persons 
were burned to death; again in 1867 the 
theater was burned to the ground. In this 

re eleven persons perished and a large num- 

r were severely injured. The last time fire 
visited the scene wason Saturday, March 24, 
1888, whenthe Central Theater and the In- 
ternational Comique, on Sansom street, were 
reduced to ruins. 

One report places the number of bodies 
buried in the ruins of the Central Theater at 
fifteen. This, however, is not thought to 
be correct, withal there are several 
buried in the ruins is fully . 
lieved, but the exact number cannot 
be decided untila thorough search is made, 
The cellar of the theater building is full of 
water which will haveto be pumped out bDe- 
fore the bodies can be recovered, This will 
probably not be done to-day,

TWO LIVES LOST IN A NEW YORK TENEMENT 
FIRE. 


NEw YorK, April 38.—A fire for which three 
alarms were sent out, occurred this morning 
inthe three-story flat building, called the 
**Cayuga,’’ at 109 and 111 West Thirty-third 
street. It started on the first floor 
and was caused by the explosion of 
-gome naphtha, which Dr, Patrick Briggs was 


using to clean a loungein hisoffice. The 
doctor was badly burned about the face and 
hands and Mrs. Catherine Moore, aged 72, 
who occupies apartments on the thira floor, 
was also badly burned. They were taken to 
the New York Hospital. Firemen 
searched the builings after the flames 
were extinguished and found two 
bodies in he upper apartments. One 
was discovered on the third floor and the 
other on the fourth figor. The bodies found 
are those of women. Both are badly burned. 
One is supposedto bethat ofa Mrs. Alex- 
ander, who was about to become a mother. 
The otheris believedto bethe body of her 
unmarried sister.

ASSASSINATED. 


A Witness in a Murder Case Killed—The 
Seventeenth Victim. 

DENISON, Tex., April 28.—Mr. W. T. Shar- 
man of the firm of Taylor & Sharman, black- 
smiths, was assassinated last night by un- 
known parties. The Sharman residence 
is on Austin avenue, facing west. 
The assassin placed a ladder by 
the west window, climbed up to 


the top sash, which was lightly lowered 
thrust a shot gun through the aperture and 
fired at Sharman, who was lying in the bed 
with his wife and child. The charge of buck: 
shot struck the man just under the right 
arm, inflicting a terrible wound from which 
he died almost instantly. ‘The alarm 
was given by Mrs. Sharman and 
ina few minutes the city police were at 
the scene of the tragedy, but no clew 
to the perpetrator of the foul crime 
coula be found. Sharman was the 
only witness in a murder case of the State vs. 
Carlisle in Gidding, Lee County, this State 
and the case was set in the courts and woul 
have been called soon. Mr. Sharman had 
been warned several times to be on his 
guard, as he would probably be shot, but he 
paid little attention to the warning, and last 
night’s tragedy was the sad denoument. 
Sharman makes the seventeenth man killed 
in this feud, which covers a period of over 
twenty years,

Two Whisky Firms Lay Traps to Secure 
Millions. 


DENVER, Colo., April 28.—A sensational ex- 
posure was made here yesterday during the 
hearing of an attachment suit of $58,500 
brought against the defunct liguor 
firm of Bohem & Co, by the 
First National Bank. Some time ago 


Bohem failed for $250,000 and suicided at the 
Windsor Hotel. Anagent of the Mound City 
Distilling Co., who has a claim of $100,000 
against the firm, stated during the 
trial that Bohem & } 

Nagel & Brecker, liquor 

of Chicago,entered intoa conspiracy whereby 
Bohem & Co. was tojJpurchase through them 
goods amounting to $4,000,000and then fail, 
the Chicago firm to share tne profits. Nagel 
& Brecker, he said, made arrangements with 
Bohem to honor all drafts, the courtesy bein 
reciprocal, giving both firms the use o 
large sums through the banks without value 
received. Inthis way over $50,000 was dlis- 
counted in Chicago and Denver, and several 
Eastern firms fell intothetrap. The attach- 
ment ofthe bank was declared void on the 
ground that the discounted paper was not 
given for a consideration.

SUITS PALMER 


He Is Pleased With the Work of 
the Illinois Convention. 


“I Had Rather Help Carry Illinois for 
Cleveland Than Be President.” 


HE PROMISES TO BE IN THE THICK OF 
THE FIGHT. 


The Old Senator Thinks the Illinois Dem- 
ocrats Did Well—Altgeld Nominated 
for Governor—Gen. Black Chosen for 
Congressman-at-Large — Delegates to 
the National Convention Instructed for 
Palmer if Cleveland Seems to Have No 
Shw—A Fiery Time. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—*‘The action 
ofthe Illinois Democratic Convention suits 
metoaT.’’ Such was Senator Palmer’s dec- 
laration to the PosT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent in the President’s room of the Sen- 
ate to-day, and the Senator looked, spoke 
and acted as if he meant every word 
of it. Some of the politicians 
here thought’ that the Grand Old 
warhorse would feela bitcutup and disap- 
pointed because of the convention not coming 
out flat-footed, by feclaring that Cleveland 
was not init; but that Palmer was, and that, 
moreover, he was the only Moses 
who could, by any possible means, 
lead the Democrats from the utter darkness 
or defeat intotbe bright sunlightof glorious 
victory. But such politicians didn’t know 
what they were talking about. As stated 
yesterday the Senator didn’t want, didn’t 
expect and hadn’t' asked for any 
such action by the convention. ‘*‘What the 
convention didis satisfactory to me,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Its resolution in regard to me was in 
spirit exactly what I desired, in wording 
much better thanIcould have made it. I 
admit that froma purely personal, but not 
at all from a political desire, I 
would have liked the ticket to 
have been a little differently composed. But 
Irepeatthe desireis purely personal. One 
likes to see see his intimate friends success- 
ful, you know, and Gen. Black was a fellow- 
soldier of mine. But at the same time 
the ticket as viewed politically is all 
that the Illinois Democrats can ask, and the 
platform, from what I have seen of it, 
equally gratifying.’’ 

‘*Do you think that Altgeld will run well in 
the country districts?’’ ' 

‘*Yes. There may be a 
ones, but then—with 
always are, you know. I 
Altgeld will win. He 
has a good chance.’’ 

‘‘And to make hin? win and the whole 
ticket to boot what do you advise the Iili- 
nolis Democrats to-do?”

THE NEXT GOVERNOR OF ILLINOIS. 

John P, Altgeld, the nominee of the conven- 
tion for Governor, is a native of Germany, 
but came to America when a child, and there 
isnow no foreign accent whatever to his 
English. Hespent the most of his boyhood 
on an Ohio farm, but left it at the age of 16 to 
enter the Union ammy. After the war he 
located in Missourtl, studied law at Savannah, 
Mo., and was admitted to the bar. He was 
elected City Attorney of Savannah and after- 
wards Circuit Attorfiey of. his county, and in 
1875 removed to Chi€ago. He gradually built 
up a large practice, and some eight years ago 
was elected Judge the Superior Court of 
Cook County. Heisa@ wealthy man. 

Fully half of the delegates came to the con- 
vention very much prejudiced against Mr. 
Altgeld, but he captured aa a all with his 
speech of acceptance. It was by farthe best 
speech of the convention, and if he makes 
the same kind of speeches in his canvass of 
the State, he will be the next Governor of 
Illinois, 

NOMINATION OF ALTGELD. 

The nomination of Judge Altgeld for Gov- 
ernor. was.assured. when. Clayton E. Orafts 
was chosen Permanent Chairman of the con- 
vention. - The: only hope of: the opponents of 
Altgeld lay in having the nomination post- 
poned until this’ morning ‘and it soon became 
evident to them that it was impossible to se- 
cure’such’ postponement with the Chairman 
against them. 

‘hen the vote on the question of proceed- 
ing at once tothe nomination of candidates 
was put, it was found that Chicago’s princi- 
pal support came from Southern Illinols. 
Alexandria, Christian, Clay,Clinton,Fayette, 
Effingham, Franklin, Gallatin, Hamilton, 
Jackson, Jersey, Lawrence, Madison, 
Marion, Perry, Pope, laski, Richland, St. 
Clair, Union, Wabash, Washington, Wayne 
and Williamson Counties all voted with Chi- 
cago and carried the day. Ths vote was 562 
against 302. 

f there had been any doubt about the nom- 
ination of Altgeld, there. was none now. A 
couple of hours were devoted to the nominat- 
ing speeches and the seconding speeches and 
the roll was then called, Altgeld receiving 561 
of the 859 cast; Gen. John C. Black, 185; An- 
drew Hunter of ye County, 53; W.. H. 
Neece, 44, and Delos P, Phelps, the Chairman 
of the Democratic State Central Committee, 
16, Black’s support came mostly from Cen- 
tral and Northern Illinois and Phelps from 
Fulton, Hancock and Warren Counties. An 
analysis of the vote shows that nearly all the

Probably tlie helsiest and most unruly dele- 
gation everin a political convention was the 
Chicago delegation in’ this Springfield con- 
vention, and particularly the first half of it, 
before Altgeid was nominated. There were 
211 of them In all, and about half of the dele- 
gates seemed to think they were ata Chicago 
w rd meeting. Ascore or more kept their 
hats on a large portion ofthe time, and the 
convention had not beenin session an hour 
before two of them hada fight. One of them 
was knocked down, but some of. the 
other delegates jumped between them and 
prevented further hostilities. When Con- 
gressman Williams was making his tariff 
speech the gang made such an uproar tnat he 
could not be heard twenty feet away. Sev- 
eral times they interrupted him, making so 
much nolse that he was compelled to stop 
until order was restored. They greeted him 
when he was speaking with such exclama- 
tions as ‘‘Good boy!’’ ‘‘Bully for you!’’ ‘‘Hit 
’em agin!’’ ‘‘You’re a dandy at your busi- 
ness, I tell you!’’ ‘‘Oh, shut up!’’ ‘‘Give usa 
rest!’’ ‘*You’ve spoke your piece, now make 
your bow!’’ 

Once, when the nolse of the disturbers be 
came unbearable, Williams stopped in his 
speech toreprove them. ‘‘This is a Demo- 
cratic Convention,’’ said he, ‘‘a deliberative 
body.

DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED. 


Derrick Bernard Shot by Sam Jungling 
Last Night. — 


Dangerously wounded and perhaps dying, 
Derrick Bernard is passing the weary hours 
away in a slum on Lucas avenue to- 
day. His assailant was Sam Jungling and 
the affray occurred at Ed White’s saloon, 
1213 Pine street, about 2 o’clock this 
morning. If Bernard dies, no doygbdt 
tears will fall in that distant 
home circle over the shameful fate of an 
erring boy, but it may officially be stated 
that St. Louls policemen will have no great 
regret, for he belongs to a gang that has 
caused the Police Department incalculable 
trouble in the part six or eight years. 

The story of the shooting was told by 
Officer Fox, this forenoon, as follows: 

STORY OF THE SHOOTING. 

‘‘Junging went into White’s saloon this 
morning and went back into the wine-room 
and bought a bottle of wine. After drinking 
it he came out and lt acigar and handed 
Frank Beard, the barkeeper, an umbrella, 
with the remark to keep it carefully and not 
let the fellows get it, for it 
was silk and _ cost money. Bernard 
who was sitting there made the chaffing ob- 
servation that if the umbrella was really 
silk, Jungling must have stolen it; and Jung- 
ling retorted with some warmth, and one 
word brought on another, until Bernard 
slapped Jungling in theface. Jungling left 
the placeand wentto a saloon right across 
the street at 1216 Pine street and 
got a gun of the barkeeper, one 
Kiely, and came back to White’s, 
and walking up to Bernard opened fire on 
him withouta word, shooting him twice— 
once inthe neck and once under the left arm. 
There was atoncea great outcry, and De- 
tective Tracy, who chancedto bein hearing, 
rushed tn and proceeded to disarm Jungling, 
andI came along almost immediately and 
assisted lracy. We arrested Jung- 
ling and lodged him at the 
Four Courts, and I understand that 
Bernard was taken to the Dispensary. He 
refused to let Dr. Jacobson examine him 
there, and tnsisted upon being taken home, 
but refused to tell where he lived. At least 
so I was informed.’’ 

Jungling claims he does not remember 
anything about the trouble. 

Attempts to learn Bernard’s whereabouts 
failed. rank Beard, who was at the bar 
when the shooting took place,is said to be 
attending him; and word come from 
him during the . forenoon that the 
injured man was in a very uncomfortable 
condition, But it was learned elsewhere that 
Dr. Harry E. Long, who extracted the ball 
this morning, pronounced the wound not 
very dangerous, unless blood polsoning setin. 
The wound in the neck Is about one-half inch 
long—the bullet goingin out. The other ball 
entered the side below the left armand 
ranged around the side near the skin and 
lodged in the back, just below the shoulder- 
blade, where it could be felt by external 
pressure. 

Bernard is quite wellknown in the down- 
town quarter of the city and has been in 
shooting scrapes before.

Boss Filley Laments His Series of De-

Convention Scenes. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., April 28.—A night’s 
repose failed to smooth the wrinkled front of | 
the St. Louis Hoodlum Boss. When Mr. 
Filley appeared among his followers this 
morning it was with ill-concealed dis- 
gust that he adverted to the events 
of the convention yesterday. He 
told his supporters that the glory attached 
to his own election asa delegate-at large was 
swamped by the selection of R.C. Kerens, 
He was mad all over and he swore like a 
pirate. Kerens’ election, he said, simply 
meant! that there had been a large sum of 
money expended and that it had all come 
out of Mr. Kerens’ pocket. 

Another thing that disturbed ‘‘de ole man’’ 
was Bothwell’s election as Chairman of the 
State Committee. Filley and his crowd de- 
feated Bothwellat the State League Conven- 
tion in Sedalia two months ago and the Se- 
dalia Republicans said that they would get 
even with him. They executed their threat 
by knocking him out as Chairman of the com- 
mittee and electing Mr. Bothwell in Dis 
place. 

The balloting last evening for the election 
of Delegates at Large to the Minneapolis 
Convention resulted in the choice of the fol- 
lowing gentlemen: Wm.

THE PLATFORM. 

When the Republican convention met again 
this morning, the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions was read by Chairman D. T.

Qne of Them Was Strung Up After He

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 2.—A terrible 
crime, followed by swift punishment, is re- 
ported from Goodlettsville, Tenn,, ten miles 
from Nashville,on the st. Louis branch of 
the Louisville & Nashville road. The toll- 
keeper, Lee Bruce, Nving half a mile 
from town, died abouta month ago, leaving 
a wife anda daughter nearly grown, Senia, 
15, Last night a cousin of Senia’s, Mary 
Bruce, spent the night with her, and one or 
two other women were there gitting up with 
a sick child. About 10 o’elock two 
negroes, Mack Hooper and Henry Grizzard, 
entered the house and robbed it, They 
entered the  sileeping-roaem of Mary 
and Zenia Bruce and outraged them. The 
two girls were left unconscious until 2 o’clack 
this morning, when the alarm was sounded, 
At 2 0’clock this morning bleodhounds were 
put On the _—itrajil and a mob 
of 200 men started out. Five negroes, 
Henry Grizzard, Eph Grizzard, John Griz- 
gard, Mack Hooper and Daniel Bond were 
captured. 

Henry Grizzard confessed and was hung to 
the nearest tree. 

On his breast was written:

A COMPROMISE ON DELEGATES TO THE

Taylor’s Nomination for Secretary of State

NEW YORK REPUBLICANS, 


MEETING OF THE STATE CON VENTION AT AL- 
BANY. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 28.—The delegates to 
the Republican State Convention were early 
astir this morning, perfecting the conven- 
tion plans and choosing members of the va- 
rious committees. As predicted in these dis- 
patches yesterday, the movement to secure 
an instructed delegation for Mr. Harrison at 
Minneapolis has developed, though the vigor 
ofthe demand has abated with some hours 
of sleep. 

Mr. Willis of Brooklyn, who last night led 
the contention foran instructed delegation, 
is subdued this morning. Either he has won 
the leaders to the way of his wishes or he has 
become convinced that there is no possible 
chance of doingso. ‘*We find,’’ he says this 
morning, ‘‘so great a Harrison sentiment 
here as to render instruction less desirable or 
necessary.’’ 

The Kings County delegation caucused 
this morning and considered the question of 
Kings County favoring the instruction of the 
delegatesto the Minneapolis Convention for 
Harrison. Theodore B. Willis, as the most 
prominent man in the movement, stated that 
he had hada conference with Senator Hiscock, 


who told him there was hardly any neces- 
sity for instructing the delegates, and 
they were all for Harrison. 
Mr. Hiscock said he could vouch for himself 
and Chauncey M. Depew as Harrison men, 
and he thought Warner Miller would be all 
right. He thought Thomas C. Platt would 
express his preference fur Harrison when 
the time was ripe. The delegation, there- 
fore decided not to press in the convention a 
resolution to instruct the national delegates. 
PROCEEDINGS OPENED. 

At noon the majority of the district dele- 
gates were seated, and soon after the lead- 
ers arrived. It was 12:200’clock when State 
Committeeman Brookfield of New York, 
thumped upon a small flag-draped stand 
with his gavel. Prayer was offered by Key. 
I. N. Pheips, after which Secretary henyon 
called the roll. 

When Herkimer County was read a 
rugged-faced man arose near the front of the 
house. It was Mr. A. M. Mills of Warner 
Miller’s county. 

‘*I have to state to this convention,’’ he 
began, ‘‘that Hon. Warner Miller has heen 
unable to attend here, and we wish to substi- 
tute in his place Charles Snyder. Mr. Miller 
has, however, written me a letter which I 
ask consent of this body to have read by the 
secretary.’’ 

There were scattered cheers at the mention 
of Mr. Miller’s name, and as Mr. Mills sat 
down, Secretary Kenyon, with his monotone 
voice that may be heard the distance of sev- 
eral city blocks, read the letter. 

When the call of the roll was completed, 
Mr. Brookfield in behalf of the State Com- 
mittee resented to the convention the 
name of Wm, A. Sutherland of Rochester as 
Temporary Chairman.

Gentlemen of the Convention:

HER STRANGE WILL. 


Her Face Watched for Fifteen Days After 
Death for Signs of Life. 
From the San Francisco Examiner. 

There isan attendant at the Odd Fellows’ 
Cemetery whose duty itisto entera vault 
there at brief intervals and look into the face 
ofthe dead. He has been doing this for sev- 
eral days past, and his vigil will contri *i1] 
fifteen days shallhave come and goner He 
is performing the work in obedience toa 
wish expressed inthe will of thelate Mrs. 
Augustine Perichon, a French woman who 
died in this city on Monday last. Mrs. 
Perichon entertained a fearthat it would be 


her lot to be buried alive. Howshe came to 
dread this is told in the story of her life. 

She was born in Orleans, France, in 1826. In 
1848, when she was but 22 years ofage, she 
came to this country, and soon thereafter 
was marriedin New York City. From early 
childhood she loved to read tales of romance 
and fiction, but nothing had a greater fasci- 
nation for her than a story of some poor un- 
fortunate, whose fate it was to be buried 
while ina trance. It is said that she accumu- 
lated the printed announcements of all the 
most horrible instances of this kind that have 
been recorded during the last half century. 
In 1854 she crossed the continent to San Fran.- 
cisco. 

Two years after her arrival here she ob- 
tained a divorce from her husband, but soon 
marrieu again. Her sccond husband died in 
1858. Besides afew personal effects she has 
left money and jewelry to the value of nearly 
$6,000, but she has no relative either in 
America or Franceto inherit from her, al- 
though during the lastfew years of her life 
she spent much time and money-in trying to 
trace some one descended from either her 
father or her mother’s line. 

She directed in her will that after the doc- 
tors pronounced her dead her body should be 

laced in a coffin and then in the vault of the 
Bad Fellows’ Cemetery. The lid of the coffin 
should be so arranged that her face could be 
seen, and some one should be paid liberally 
to visit the vaultand look upon it at brief 
intervals.

The full extent of the opposition victory 
is somewhat obscured by the Dalton mask 
raised to hide the machine from public 
view, but the opposition uprising was 
large enough to demonstrate that Noonan 
is ‘‘done for,’’ and eannot be re-elected 
next spring with ali the help the next Gov- 
ernor can give him.

BEGAN THE TRIAL. 
A Jury Finally Selected in the McCann 
Murder Trial. 


It was 12 o‘clock to-day when the attor- 
neys, Chester H. Krum and Bep F, Clark, de- 
fending James McCann, finished selecting a 
jury of twelve men® from the panel 
of forty-seven chosen last Tuesday. 
of only sixty-five men 
called in a list of 200, forty-seven were 
found acceptabie. - A few were not citizens of 
this country, halfa dozen were opposed to 
capital punishment and four were excised 
for deafness and inability tospeak the English 
language. It was expected the attorneys for 
McCann would hand their challenges to the 
court when it opened this morgnigg at 10 
o’clock, but Mr. Krum explained that owing 
to hfs attendance in the Circuit Court all day 
yesterday and this forenoon he 
was unable to do 50. He asked 
for a few minutes to select a jury 
and when the request was granted,Mr.Clark, 
McCann the defendant, and Mr.Krum retired 
toa private room adjoining the court, where 
they remained about one hour. At 120’clock 
they sent out the following list twelve 
men:

That She Has Not Had Justice—Efforts 
ot Friends to Securea Pardon forthe 
Murderess—Her Girlhood Days and 
Subsequent Career of Crime. 


New Yorxk, April 28.—The guilt of wicked 
Annie Walden, who was convicted of the 
murder of her 19-year-old husband, ‘‘Jimmy’’ 
Walden, last Friday, is so apparent that 
those who have taken an interest in her case 
fears that a second trial, if granted her 
by the Court, would end in a conviction 
of murder in the first degree. Her 
attorney entered a motion for a new trial 
and argument wasto have been heard to- 
day, but it has been withdrawn, and to-day 
Judge Ingraham sentenced Annie to impris- 
onment for life. She received her sentence 
with flippant indifference. Before 
the Judge began Annie made a 
loig harangue, declaring she had been 
treated with gross injustice and had not had 
a fair trial. She jerked out her words with 
defiant shakes of the head, and before she 


finished had worked herself into a high pas- | 


sion; at a conference of the woman’s friends 
with her lawyer it was decided to substitute 
a petition for pardon in place of delaying 
matters by involved court proceedings until 
popular interest and sympathy grew cold. 

A petition was drawnup and some signa- 
tures were attached. Annie Walden has 
friends working in her behalf whose identity 
and relationship to her have been revealed 
only in part. The movement fora petition 
has been taken hold of in earnest, and it is 
expected that a most formidable document 
will be laid before Gov. Flower as soon as the 
young woman donsa prison garb. Those in- 
terested inthe movement expect to getthe 
signatures of every one of the jurors who con- 


victed the woman. 

The life of Annie Walden has been a check- 
ered one, and she has fairly earned the title 
of the ‘‘prettiest and wickedest woman in 
New York.’’ She was born twenty-one years 
ago in Espy, Columbia County, Pa. Philip 
Graham, her father, is a shoemaker, who 
was atonetimeaclergyman. He was forced 
to leave the church because of his drinking 
habits. Since then he has followed his trade 
at Almedia, near Espy. When Annie was 
quite young her mother died, and by the neg- 
lect of her father she was thrown upon her 
own resources. 

While yet a young girl Annie was admired 
by all who knew her for her sweet face and 
dainty figure. At school she stood invariably 
at the head of her ciasses. When she was 
14a young man, now prominent in business 
in Columbia County, accomplished her ruin. 
He soon deserted her and the girl plunged 
into a career of depravity. 

One day she was missing and it was learned 
that she had gone to Lancaster. Subsequent- 
ly she was heard from in yergaee § Wlikes- 
barre, Scranton, Elmira and Binghampton, 
leading a fast life in each place. 

Notwithstanding herrapid life, the girl’s 
beauty became more remarkable year by 
year, and she was continually surrounded by 
admirers. About three years ago she went to 
Brooklyn from Philadelphia. About that 
time she visited herold home, wearing fine 
clothes and a profusion of jewelry. 

She dazzled the minds ofthe girls who had 
been her schoolmates by her stories of luxury 
and wealth and when she returned to Brook- 
lyn she was accompanied by ayoung girlof 
berownage. Realizing handsomely by the 
disposal of her companion tothe keeper ofa 
disorderly house, she abandoned her other 
pursuits foratimeand became a procuress. 

After coming toNew York she marrieda 
bookmaker, Lew Marshall, whose name has 
been frequently mentioned during the trial. 

She broke with Marshall last summer. He 
had grown tired ofthis wicked woman. He 
had spent enough money uponher. It was 
like throwing it away. She had to finda 
means of living elsewhere, and she found 
itat therace track whereshe met Jimmy 
Walden for whose murder she is now under 
sentence. 

Walden and the woman were virtually 
man and wife from the start, although she 
didn’t take his name. It was his money 
which supported her. A wife wouldn’t have 
hadany more. Fora time, a very brief time, 
she kept straight. That was a marvel, and 
some of her friends thought she was on the 
verge Ofareform. She kept away from the 

eys and paid for no more champagne. 
here is every reason to believe that the boy 
really loved her. Hetold his friends su. ‘‘I 
am going to reform her,’’ he said. 
YOUNG WALDEN MARRIES HER AT CAMDEN. 

When the Gloucester races were on they 
packed up and went there. Of course, con- 
stant association with the characters of the 
race track had not tended toimprove Jeter 
Walen’s son, but he was not what might be 
Called a bad young fellow. He drank and 
sometimes got drunk. He was drunk at 
Gloucester. She wasn’t sober, but she knew 
more about what was going on than he ald.

He did leave her.. Went to his friend 
Green’s house in Thirty-elghth street. 

She went there about 7:30 on the night of 
Oct. 30 last. She rang the door bell. 

**‘I wanttosee my husband,’’ shesaid to 
Green. ‘‘He is here and I want to see him.’’ 
**He isn’t here,’’ said Green. 
She tried to force her way in. . 

**Don’t you come inhere,’’ he said. *‘If 
you do I'll have you arrested.’’ 

Walden heard what was going onand he 
Came out. Shehad gone down the steps to 
the pavement and he walked up Seventh av- 
enue with her. 

They had reachedthe corner which is at 
the rear of the Metropolitan Opera-house. 
The neighborhood was dimly lighted, but as 
they stood talking they attracted attention. 

She begged himto return to theflats. He 
laughed and turned away. He swung half 
around and a bullet from her pistol entered 
his shoulder. It was only a flesh wound, and 
he turned to take hold of her,to strike her 
perhaps, but the pistol was pointed at him, 
and as he reached out there was another re- 
pore The powder burned his cravat and the

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BLAND LOSES HOPE 


Silver States Sacrificed for New En- 
gland Mugwumps. 


THE MISSOURI CONGRESSMAN IN A DE- 
SPONDENT MOOD. 


His Views Shared by Senator Pugh—The 
International Conference Called ‘“‘Hum- 
bug’’ by Senator Stewart—Ingalls Will 
Not Ride into Office ona Hearse—Cam- 
paign News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 28.—‘‘For the 
sake of a few New England Mugwumps we are 
likely to losea number of Democrat silver 
States,’’ declared Cungressman Bland yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Bland has apparently abandoned all 
hope of silver legislation at the present ses- 
sion of Congress. He doesnot admit thisin 
so many words, but he does not talk hopeful- 
ly of getting the billup again in the House, 
and he knows that there is little chance that 
the Senate willtake the initiative in passing 
a bill. 

Mr. Bland was asked what States the Demo- 
crats were likely this fallto lose because of 
their failure to pass a silver bill. He named 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippiand Arkansas as States likely to 
be affected by the failure of the House to act. 

‘*What do youthink of the proposition for 
a@ monetary conference?’’ 

Mr. Bland receivedthe suggestion with a 
scornful sniff and said: ‘*‘That does not fool 
anybody. There will beno monetary con- 
ference. The President does not want a mon- 
etary conference. England doesnot wanta 
monetary conference, nor New England, nor 

do the bankers of Wall street. They arein 
cahoots. This is merely a political trick on 
the partof the President. He simply wants 
to tide over the situation until the next elec- 
tion. Hehas noexpectation that there will 
be a monetary conference, nor have lI. 
THERE YOU ARE. 

‘‘In the present condition of the public 
finances it would be impossible to reduce tax- 
ation, even if Congress were disposed to do 
it. Our people might be satisfled with fewer 
dollars in circulation if they could buy the 
necessaries of life cheaper, but there seems 
to be no probability of that. Of course we 
might have an income tax, but then again 
the gold bugs, who have all the money, would 
object, and there you are.’’ 

Mr. Bland said the Committee on Rules 
| might bring in an order calling up the silver 
billagain and keeping it before the House 
until disposed of, but said he could not teil if 
it would be done. 

These views of Mr. Bland seem to be shared 
by Senator Pugh of Alabama, who is an ar- 
dent silver man 4nd a strong opponent of the 
nomination of Mr. Cleveland. He agrees 
with Mr. Bland in thinking that a number of 
Southern States are doubtful with the anti- 
free coinage candidate. 

He goes further and insists that North and 
South Carolina will be carried by the Repub- 
licans at the autumn election if the Demo- 
crats renominate Mr. Cleveland or any can- 
didate with decided anti-silver views. 

He does notthink any Democrat will vote 
forthe Republican nominee for the presi- 
dency, Dut he believes the silver Democrats 
in those States will be so disgusted 
at the refusal of the House 
to pass a free silver billand at the action of 
the national convention in nominating an 
opponent of unlimited coinage, that 50 per 
cent of them will stay away from the poils, 
while the white Republicans and negroes will 
vote the Republican ticket and givea major- 
ity to the Republican electors.

A TOWN WIPED OUT.

Unavailing Struggle With Fire at 
Hudson. 


BUILDINGS SWEPT AWAY AS CHAFF BE- 
FORE THE WIND. 


Antiquated Apparatus of No Use—Outside 
Aid Came Too Late—Not a Building 
Left Standing in the Business Center— 
Mills and Elevator Destroyed—Other 
Losses. 


Hupson, O., April 28.—Fire was discovered 
at 2:30 0’clock this morning in the rear o 
Lockhart’s saloon on Main street and spread 
rapidly toall buildings on that side of the 
street. The Hudson Fire Department worked 
hard, but the old-fashioned apparatus proved 
useless in staying the progressofthe flanies. 
Aid was asked from Akron, but when the 
engines arrived at 6 o’clock the entire 
business portionof the town was in ruths. 
The loss is about $140,000. Partially insured. 
The factthat the fire started inthe rear of 
Lockhart’s saloon leads tothe belief that it 
was of incendiary origin. A great deal of 
bitterness has been stirred up in Hudson over 
the saloon controversy and threats have been 
made that the saloon closing ordinance 
passed by the Council would be fought tothe 
bitter end. 

The fire started in the rear of the Mansion 
House. There weretwo sal oons side by side 
at this point, and the fire was raging in both 
at the time it was discovered. 
The Mansion House fronted on 
the public park and was situated in the 
midst of a long row of buildings, mainly 
composed of wood, andthe flames spread 
rapidly. The alarm brought out the whole 
population of the place anda rush was made 
by a score of men for the band-engine, 
theonly fire apparatus in the village. 
The point at which the fireori inated was 
near the south end of the rowof wooden 
buildings and asteady wind from the south- 
west bore the flames down the row, render- 
ing it impossible to make a stand 
anywhere. The buildings in the middle 
of the row were filled on the second floor 
with poor families. Help was not wanting, 
and hundreds of men rushed in and outof the 
buildings, bearing the household goods, and 
the only possessions of the people who were 
s0 s00Nn to loose their homes. The spacious 
park was soon decorated over its whole sur- 
face with piles of furniture and household 
goods. The fire had soon worked its way 
against the breeze to the south end of 
the row and was half way down to 
the north end where the large 
brick block occupied by the drug store of F, 
8. Bentley was standing, The block was a 
double one, with a fire wall through the 
middle, and it was thought it might 
possibly be  gaved. The hand engine 
was removed to this point and the 
wooden buildings next to the block were 
thoroughly wetted down. The strongest

Postmaster-General Sir Adolph Caron 
Impeached. 


BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION RIFE IN THE 
DOMINION, 


Two Million Dollars Taken From the 
Treasury to Purchase Votes—Echoes of 
Anarchy—President Carnot Visits the 
Injured by the Recent Explosion—Nude 
Art in a London Court. 


OTTAWA,Ontario, April 28.—In the House of 
Commons last night Sir Richard Cartright 
resumed the debate on the impeachment of 
Sir Adolp& Caron, Postmaster-General. Sir 
Richard expressed himselfas rejoicing that 
there was plenty of time to digest the Edgar 
charges. The last session gave promise 
that the Government would not in 
any way hinder a free inquiry 
into charges against one of their number, 
He reviewed the charges as made were 
proved, then the Postmaster-General would 
stand convicted of robbery under the trust 
and of*high treason against the common- 
wealth. ‘The Minister of Justice saw nothing 
wrong in all this steal of nearly $2,000,000, the 
property of the whole Dominion, to debauch 
a portion of the Dominion so as to secure and 
maintain power. Either the plea of the Min- 
ister of Justice lacked logic or morality, but 
what it lacked in both it made up in effront- 
ery. 

Sir Richard referred to the reproaches made 
by Premier Abbott and Sir John Thomson, 
which he termed brave words, but not worth 
much when brought here. He did not, he 
said, desire to mitigate the crime of the 
Postmaster-General, but he did belleve that 
he was a more honorable man than the Min- 
ister of Justice. He hoped that there would 
be enough honesty found among the great 
following of the Government to save this 
Sodom from destruction. 

Mr. Edgar wished toreiterate with all the 
power of which he wascapable that every 
charge he had made he was prepared to 
prove. He would demonstrate upon sworn 
testimony everything he had charged against 
the Postmaster-General. He ridiculed the 
suggestions that the charges should be made 
inthe courts. In 1887, whenthe Postmaster- 
General was a candidate for Quebec County, 
his sworn agent made oath that 
all his election expenses amounted 
to but 904, but he (Edgar) would 
prove that Caron personally has authorized 
the expenditure of tentimes that amount. 
This, no doubt, the Minister of Justice would 
Say, was nothing, but it was a statutory 
crime. The Minister of Justice was as bad as 
Caron. 

The charge against Caron is identical with 
that which has smirched almost every poll- 
ticlan of prominence inthe Tory government, 
that of the use of public funds in elections. 

The impeachment proceedings against 
Caron follows soon upon his induction into 
the office which Haggart disgraced. While 
Postmaster-General Haggart was specifically 
charged with having an interest under an 
assumed name while a Member of Pariia- 
mentina Canadian Pacifie Rallway Govern- 
ment contract, and with being a medium for 
the collection of campaign contributions 
from the contractors for the use of the Tory 
electoral machine, 

But, as in the present case of Caron, Sir 
John refused to set on foot an investigation 
of the publicly-made charge. He declared 
the charge to involve only a statutory and 
not essentially a moral offense. Sir John 
Thompson is a lowyer and has been a judge, 
but his notions of morality are decidedly at 
variance with those held by intelligent people 
generally. 

When Haggart was Postmaster General 
Caron was Minister of Militia. Haggart, 
when the agitation for an investigation of 
the charges against him was at its height,was 
transferred tothe Ministry of Railways and 
Canals. When Caron was made Postmaster 
General no charges were pending against 
him, and in general he was regarded as 
among the purest men in the Cabinet. 


ECHOES OF ANARCHY. 


PRESIDENT CARNOT VISITS THE INJURED—LON- 
DON PRESS COMMENT. 

Paris, April 28.—President Carnot to-day 
visited the persons who were injured by the 
explosion at the restaurant of M. Very on 
Monday night. They are all being treated at 
the Hospital of St. Louls. He gaveto the 
family of M. Very the sumof 1,000 francs. 
To each of the other injured persons he gave 
600 francs. 

M. Loubet, Minister of the Inte rior, will in- 
troduce in the Chamber of Deputies a bill to 
compensate people for personal injuries and 
damage to property caused by dynamite out- 
rages. 

In an interview, M. Girard, the Cirector of 
the municipal laboratory.saidthe Anarchists 
were more dangerous than was commonly 
believed. They had acquired great facility 
inthe composition of explosives and prop- 
erty and might cause much lossof life, de- 
spite any precautions the police might take. 


MORE EXPLOSIONS. 
ROME, April 28.—A bomb exploded in a 


church at Monte Rotondo yesterday, but. 


caused only slight damage. A dynamite 


cartridge exploded in the house of a wealthy 


family in Rome last evening, causing very 
little damage. Twoarrests have been made 
in connection with the latter explosion.

NUDE ART IN A POLICE COURT—MME. NORDICA 
INJUKED. 

LONDON, April 28.—The Bow Street Police 
Court was filled withartists and art critics 
to-day to hear the proceedings against the 
artist, Rudolf Blind, who had been summoned 
for exhibiting ‘‘an obscene painting of a 
female.’’ The artists Goodal, Manes, Mac 
Wherter, Almax, Christie and Maddox- Brown 
all defended the picture, regardingthe action 
as an attack on the nudeinart. They de- 
clared thatif the picture was indecent then 
three-quarters of the pictorial art treasures 
of the world ought to be destroyed. The 
summons was dismissed. This decision was 
greeted with applause. 

Several rumors have been in circulation 
here regarding the alleged forced closing out 
of accounts of operators in American rail- 
way, Grand Trunk and Mexican railway se- 
curities. No definite information touching 
the matter, however, can be obtained. It is 
believed that the report of the failure of a 
large London operator in Atchison stock is 
without foundation.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


STUNDISTS PERSECUTED IN RUSSIA — AUSTRIA 
WANTS PEACE. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 28.—The inhabitants 
of the village of Tchesnopol in the Govern- 
ment of Kieff have been greatly incensed by 
the rapid growth of Stundism at that place. 
Yesterday the village was the scene of dis- 
graceful proceedings. Led by the village of- 
ficials the inhabitants belonging to the ortho- 
dox faith made an attack upon the houses oc- 
cupied by the Stundists. They forced their 
way into the houses and dragged the occu- 
pants out upon the streets, where members 
of the mob, armed with knouts, severely 
flogged them. But little respect was paid to 
sex, and women and young girls were as se. 
verely whipped as were the men. 


AUSTRIA WANTS PEACE. 

LONDON, April 28.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Times, referring tothe rumor that 
Marquis Di Rudini, the Italian Prime Minis- 
ter, when he visits Berlin, will intimate that 
Italy is unable tosupport her mititary bur- 
dens, says it is stated that Austria will sup- 
port Italy in the latter’s demand for are- 
vision of the Dreibund, with a view to a 
simultaneous reduction of the military 
forces, Austria desiring peace in order to 
carry out her delicate and difficult task of 
currency reform.

FUNNY DECOYS. 


Pup f&eals and Other Counterfeite Made 
Out of Wood in Alaska. 
From ths Washington Star. 


Shut up in a drawer at the National Mu- 
seum, where nobody has the privilege of 
seeing them, isa curious collection of decoys. 
cap the fnnoniest amongthemisa pup 
seai abouta foot and a half long, quite ar- 
tistically carved out of wood. Its little paws 
are folded across its chest, and it is in- 
tended to float on its back upon 
the water, just as the animal it repre- 
sents does in real life. However, it 
is not meant as a decoy for mother 
seals, as may be imagined, but asa float for 
os ooo line to. Fishes, recognizing 
the innocence of pup seals in general, are not 
likely tosuspectthatone would dangle a 
hook and line to catch them. This is an 
Alaskan decoy, of course. The natives ofthat 
region employ decoy ducks made of wood ina 
similar fashion—not to attract real ducks 
within reach of arrows or bullets, but as 
floats merely. To the floats, set a-smimming 
in the rivers, lines are attached, with hooks 
and baitfor salmon. No ordinarily wise 
salmon would be afraid ofa duck. So these 
fishes bite eagerly at the lures sus- 
pended from the counterfeit birds in the 
water and are caught. Another very queer 
decoy in the drawer is a fish, cut out of wood 
and painted white. No label states, unfor- 
tunately, precisely how it is ompmove’, al- 
though it is certain that it is a counterfeit in- 
tended to attract some big fishes. Big salmon 
could swallow prey of such a size, and it may 
be designed as bait forthem. Think, how- 
ever, of the Misgust which would be felt by 
any scaly ogre at finding that he had taken in 
a wooden fish one foot long!

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND. 


His Mission to Roms Has Met With Com- 
; plete Success. : 

RoME, April 28.— statement of the Mon- 
iteur de Roma that the mission of Archbishop 
Ireland to Rome had been a complete success 
was based on good authority. It appears 
that a committee consisting of Cardinals 
Rampolla, Ledochowsky, Vannutrill, Sera- 
fine, Siglara and Parocchi met on Thursday 
lust to consider the charges againstthe Arch- 
bishop. ‘Their decision was entirely in favor 
of Archbishop Ireland in the Stillwater 
affair. 

Cardinals Rampolla and Ledochowsky, in- 
spired by the Pope, made animated speeches, 
their remarks being very favorable to the 
Arshbishop. They declared that the attacks 
upon Archbishop Ireland, who was the glory 
ofthe church and its pride in the United 
States, must not be permitted. 

The Pope especially sent Mgr. Persogo, 
secretary of the Propaganda Fide to watch 
the proceedings and report the _ re- 
sult. When Mgr. Persogo returned from 
the meeting, the Pope instantly suspended 
the audience he was giving and ordered that 
he be at once admitted. His Holiness was 
greatly pleased at the result of the commit- 
tee’s deliberations and directed that letters 
be sent to Archbishop IreJand and to the 
American Episcopacy informing them of the 
committee’s decisioh and his sympathy with 
Archbishop Ireland’s cause, 

NEW DIVINITY BUILDING. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—Another 
imposing structure willsoonrise beside the 
Divinity building of the Catholic University 
of America, onthe grounds of that institu- 
tion. The laying of the corner-stone of the 
new building took place yesterday afternoon 
with imposing ceremonies, The addresses 
incident to the occasion were  de- 
livered in the lecture hall of 
the Divinity building, the Speakers 
being Cardinal Gibbons and Col. Charles J. 
Bonaparte of Baltimore. The lecture hall 
was crowded, the persons on the platform 
including Archbishop Williams of Massachu- 
setts, Ryan of Philadelphia and Corrigan of 
New York. Inthe front seats were seated 
fifteen bisnops from various parts of the 
country.

THINK WISDOM DID IT, 


Police Are Inclined to Beileve 
lard’s Story of Drexier’s Murder. 
The detectives are not. puzzled by the con- 
tradictory statements of Oharles Wisdom and 
John Willard made yesterday afternoon to 
Chiefs Harrigan and Desmond regarding the 
murder ot E. A. Drexler... Willard, the first 
to make a statement, yesterday told hits story 


ina straightforward way and confessed that 
he had taken pa mh ae ~oplan (to 
rob Drexler Saturday! night. He said. he 
and Wisdom lived to ex. at 1121 North 
Twelfth street, and as ly as Wednesday of 
last week Wisdom Degan planning the rob- 
bery. It was agreed that the robbery should 
be attempted Saturday night and Wisdom 
wastodothe deed ashe was famillar with 
the cellar and house. Willard says Wisdom 
went down into the cellar through the coal- 
hole while he remained on the sidewalk to 
kee watch. He met Detective O’Connell 
while standing on the corner of Ninth and 
Pine streets and, fearing the detective would 
suspect something, he wenttothe saloon on 
Fwelfth and Lucas avenue, where he 
was joined at 4 o’clocKk Sunday morning 
by Wisdom. He said Wisdom told him he 
had robbed Drexler of all the money he could 
find and then hit him twice on the head with 
an iron Dar, 

When Wisdom was made acquainted with 
the facts in Wiliard’s statement he said they 
were all lies. He was taken back to his cell, 
but ina few hours sent word to Chief Des- 
mond he wished to tell his story. He was 
permitted todo soand in a plain way told 
how he and Willard had planned to rob 
Drexler. It was not their intention, 
he said, to kill orinjure him, Upto the point 
where they both decided to go to Drexler’s 
shop, 818 Pine street, Saturday night, they 
botn agree, but from that point onthe state- 
ments of the negroes are direct contradic- 
tions. 

Wisdom said he wasasleep in a saloonon 
Twelitht and Lucas avenue when Willard 
woke him up. It was 2:30 o’clock Sunday 
morning. Willard, he jfsaid, told him he was 
broke, and{that he was golng to get Drex- 
ler’s money. He left, and at 4:20 o’clock, 
two hours later, returned, greatly ex- 
cited and stained with blood. They 
went to their room, 1121 North Twelfth street, 
and went to bed. Wisdom accounted for the 
blood stainson his face by saying he pulled 
off Willard’s shoes when they reached their 
room, and they were so full of blood his 
hands were covered and that he must bave 
pee his nands to his face afterwards. WIi- 
ard, he said, told him Drexler woke up 
while he wasinthe shop and he had to hit 
himtwice with the crowbar before he fell 
senseless to the floor. 

Chief Desmond was asked this morning 
which of the two statements he believed. 

‘*‘lam almost convinced that Wisdom killed 
Drexler. There are many points about the 
tragedy which show that the man*who did 
the work must have been familiar 
with the premises. Wisdom was 
and Willard was not. Wisdom 
in making his statement had the advantage 
of hearing all Willard had to say and place 
himself on the defensive. He is avery smart 
negro and he has put upa good story, which 
he has studied well, as we could not change 
it on cross-examination, and he was remark- 
ably quick in explaining all points. Both 
mMeb admit they had planned to rob Drexler 
but not to kill him, and I believe that. i 
think Wisdom took that iron bar from the 
cellar to pry open the cellar door should any- 
thing be lying ontop of it. I asked himif 
that was not true and he said: ‘I guess 
Willard intended todo that.’ I could not 
confuse him, but that proves nothing in his 
avor,’

Hewas born in 
the purple. On both sides he belongs tothe 
bluest blood of the haughty nobility of En- 
gland and Scotland. He waseducated at 
Eton and at Christ Church College, Oxford, 
the most exclusive seminaries of learning in 
the world;and he was distinguished above 
his fellows even there, by his pride of race 
and sense of personal superiority. He suc- 
ceeded to his father’s Scottish title of Lord 
Dalmeny when quite a hey,and he was only 
just of age when the deathofhis grand- 
father gave him a seat in the house 
of Lords as fifth Earlof Rosebery. He im- 
mediately began to show that, in spite of 
having been trained according to the 
straitest sect of the aristocracy, he had 
quite different ideas from the men of his own 
Class. Mr. Gladstone ‘‘discovered’’ Lord 
Rosebery ata very early stagein his career 
and gave him the opportunity to show the 
stuff that was inhimatatime of his life 
when most young noblemen are still engaged 
in sowing their wild oats. 


Parliament, and when only 27 had so pushed 
himself to the front as a reformer that he was 
made chairman of a committee on the Scot- 
tish and Irish representative peerages. 

In order to realize the position taken up Dy 
Lord Rosebery, it should be explained that, 
the British house of Lords consists of four 
distinct bodies of men. Firstly, there are 
the peers of the United Kingdom, that is to 
say, the old English nobility and those who 
have been ennobled since the union of Scotland 
and Ireland with England. These hold their 
seats hereditarily, the oldest son or other 
heir becoming a member of the House of 
Lords on the death of his predecessor in the 
title. These hereditary lords are not eligible 

House of Commons, They must 

to House of Lords all 

their life, after succeeding to their 
title, whetherthey like itor not. Secondly, 
ere are the archbishops and the bishops of 
the Church of England. These become mem- 
bers of the House of Lords in rotation and sit 
for life. Thirdly, there are the Scottish 
representative peers. These are elected for 
life by the Scottish peers; that is to say, they 
belong to the old Scottish nobility, which ex- 
isted centuries before the union, and are 
chosen from among theirown order by their 
own order. The Scottish nobles are not 
eligible to the House of Commons, 
so that, unless they can secare election 
to the House of Lords no political 
career is open to them. Fourthly, there 
are the Irish representative peers, members 
of the old Irish nobility, elected for life to the 
British House of Lords by thelr own order, 
ut Irish peers, who are not elected to the 
ouse of Lords are eligible to the House of 
Commons and are frequently elected, a privi- 
lege which gives them a great advantage 
over the Scottish nobles and even, as some 
think, over the English. The celebrated 
rad Palmerston, for many years Prime 
inister, was an Irish peer who never would 
llow himself to be elected tothe House of 
rds, but preferred all his life to silt in the 
ouse of Commons, There have been many 
similar cases, Lord Rosebery’s view is 
that these anomalous distinctions between 
English, Scottish and Irish peers should be 
laced on the same footing, that, namely, of 
he Irish peers. If that were done, the House 
of Lords would consist of the chosen _—< 
while 
those who were not chosen to the House of 
Lords would bave the same right as anybody 
else to stand for election to the House of

At the same time, much good legisia- 
ive material and public spirit which is now 
wasted in the House of Lords would be availl- 
able for the House of Commons. Itisa bold 
and logical scheme, and is supported by 
many of the ablest of the nobility, including 
members of both political parties. Lord 
Rosebery, however, is suspected of hidden 
designs for Os ge ergs the House of Lords 
which go much farther than this; but how 
far this is really so, or is only a pretense on 
bis part, it is very difficult for any- 
one to say. The truth is, no man is 
less easily understood than Lord Rosebery.

@ wonderful faculty for taking care of No, 1 
and making allthings come his way. Heisa 
curious combination of prudence and bold- 
Mess. He has shown this in many ways, both 
in public and private life. Fully discerning 
thata great fortune is an incalculable ddvan- 
tage toa young and pushing politician, he 
marriedthe only child of Baron Meyer 
Rothschild, one of the greatest heiresses 
in England. This was a complete reversal of 
the traditions of his ancestors, who had 
always made lofty matches among the old 
nobility. It was, infact, the first instance 
ofa British nobleman of really great sta- 
tion marrying a Jewish lady. Hannah 
Rothschild, moreover, had none of the 
characteristics of the aristocratic class. 
he was very Jewish-looking, very ma- 
ronly and very plainin speech and man- 
mers. Lord Rosebery, however, knew very 
wellwhat he was doing. He got with 
his wife not only a vast fortune and 

@ mighty influence of the Rothschild family, 
uta devoted companion and an extremely 
able co-operator in all the objects of his life. 
Lady Rosebery made him double the man he 
was before and gave an impetus to lis career, 
which he could never have gained without 
herhelp. He, on his part, showed himself 
in every way worthy of her enthusiasm for 
him, and fromthe date of his marriage his 
elevation was certain and rapid. One high 
honor succeeded another, unti!, in 1886, when 
still under 40, he was appointed Secretary 
of State for foreign affairs. Prior to that, 
he made a tour of the world with his wife, 
and, ifreport speaks truly, disposed of a 
great part of their fortune in far seeing iIn- 
vestmenis, which will one day make him im- 
mensely rich.

It was one of the oddest and 
craftiest things ever done by a politician of 
his standing; for, while it placed the Govern- 
ment ‘of London practically in_ the 
of the Liberal party, though 
almost all the metropolitan constituen- 
cles return conservatives to Parliament, 
it allayed all the wuneasiness on the 
artofthe propertied class, because Lord 
osebery is himself a wealthy landlord, In 
shorthe played one party off against the 
other so cleverly that on the whole, both 
were satisfied. ®@He never allowed the Radi- 
cals to carry ahy of thelrextreme measures, 
but yet he never allowed the Conservatives to 
exercise any share of patronage or any show 
of power. Both parties were so bewildered 
by his finesse that they pretty well agreed to 

let him have his own way In everything. 

Two years ago Lady Rosebery died, to the 
great sorrow of the people, for her charities 
and many good works had madeher gquitea 
national benefactor, Lord Rosebery imme- 
diately resigned his public positions and re- 
tired into complete privacy, Cynics declared 
that this wasonly part of his duplicity and 
that he had made his domestic bereavement 
an excuse for escaping from the Chairman- 
ship of the London County Councfland from 
other radical associations which were really 
distasteful to him. As usual, he seemed 
totaliy unconscious of what his de- 
tractors were saying. At the end of 
his period of mourning, he’ emerged looking 
younger and simpler than ever, and without 
a moment’s warning, descended on London, 
made a vigorous appeal to the radical and 
socialistic elements, hurled an ominous 
threat against the ancient corporation of the 
city itself, and carried more than three- 
fourths of the county elections for the Liberal 
party. The Conservatives were sO taken by 
surprise they hardly knew what was happen- 
ing till it was all over, But, hopelessly 
routed as they were at the’ poles, 
they were almost reconciled to 
their defeat by Lord Rosebery 
consenting to resume the chairmanship. 
There isa general feeling that nothing de- 
rogatory tothe dignity of the metropolis or 
injurious to the best interests of the citizens 
can take piace so long as his personal in- 
fluence is paramount. In fact, an opinion 
widelv prevailsthat he is a thorough con- 
servative at heart, and only plays a part 
towards the destructive elements because he 
thinks it easier and safer to lead them than 
toresist them. However that may be, heis 
now considered certain of the leadership of 
the liberal party after Mr. Gladstone. 

In private life Lord Rosebery also seems to 
combine two characters in one. He is Very 
affable in his manners, almost too much so at 
afirst meeting; yet, in reality, a prouder 
man does not live. When he gives he gives 
freely, splendidly; but he is a sharp man of 
business and gets full value for his money, 
whether in charity or not. No imposter ever 
gets round him, Women adore him; but he 
is so discreet he escapes all breath of scan- 
dal. There is no man in England whose 
future, public and private, is looked forward 
to with greater interest or great uncertainty.

DANGER OF POLE HUNTING, 


Those Who Have Perished Have Made 
Blunders Hard to Explain. 


From the Chicago Herald. 


The popular notion is thatarctic exploring 
isa very risky pursuit, butin reality itis not 
so. Fishing on the Grand Banks is much more 
dangerous. AS Mark ‘Twain says: ‘‘The 
greatest peril which people encounter is not 
met with in traveling on the railways, but in 
going to bed. Most people die in bed.’’ Only 
three expeditions out of the many which have 
been made have involved loss of life. 

Franklin’s party starved to death mainly 
because there were too manny in it, where 
Schwatka traveled 3,000 miles away from any 
base of supplies, Hving off the country. 
Greely,, whose subordinate officer, Lockwood, 
attained the farthest north ever reached, be- 
yond 8 deg. north latitude, was subjected to 
awful sufferings, many of those with him 
dying, merely because of too much red tape 
in Washington. Ifthe Navy Department had 
kept the appointed rendezvous at Cape Sa- 
bine, where it had agreed to havea vessel 
with provisions at a certain date,there would 
have been notrouble. Itisthe whalers who 
encounter most serious perifs in the Arctic 
Ocean. Hardly a year passes when some 
whaling vessels are not lost. In 187l only 
three ships were saved out of a fleet of 
twenty-two. No lives were lost, but the na- 
tives on shore have been using chronometer 
cases for brass kettles ever since,

FOOD AT THE NORTH POLE. 


The Eskimo Never Steals Anything and 
Provisions Are Safe. 


From the Chicago Herald. 


There is no trouble about living in the polar 
regions except lack of food supply. No dan- 
ger exists that the provisions once placed 
would be disturbed. Among the people who 
dwell in these frozen regions, a cache Is sa- 
cred. Nothing short of starvation will com- 

el a native to interfere with one, and even 

n such a case he leaves payment behind for 
what hetakes. Snow shoes and extra cloth- 
ing are hungup inthe open air in summer, 
and are as safeas the accoutrements which 
city persons ‘‘hang up’’ at their uncle’s dur- 
ing the warm season. 

Seal oil is buried in the ground in bags of 
skin. Meat is heaped upon platforms built 
among trees, which are pee of bark in 
order to keep bears from climbing up them. 
Little sticks with sharp points upward are 
buried in the ice to distract the attention of 
the bears from the provisions overhead, 
Another kind of cache isin the shape of a 
strong pen, the main supports of which are 
standing trees, with brush and logs piled on 
toptokeep out wild animals. During the 
salmon catchiog season inarctic Alaska the 
heads of the fish are cut off and putinto a 
hole inthe ground. Whenthey are half pu- 
trefied they are dugup and eaten, being es- 
teemed a great delicacy.

earlier, which is usually tlie case. Almost 
invariably, however,a member is proposed 
for speaker by the Government: of the day, 
who is known beforehand to be acceptable to 
all parties, and iselected by unanimous ac- 
clamation, ,A8.a rule, too, a speaker once 
elected retains the office as long as he pleases, 
being formally renominated and re-elected as 
the first business’of eachgucceeding pariia- 
ment. The election of speé@ker is rather an 
interesting ceremony, he member pro- 
posed remains seated In the body of the 
house until the vote is declared, when, 
afterthe leaders of all the poltical parties 
have euvlogized his character and expressed 
their desire to support his authority, he pro- 
ceedsto the steps of thechair and submits 
himself tothe house, begging themto con- 
sider well their choice before deciding. No 
dissentient voice being heard, he accepts the 
office and seats himself in the chair amid 
plaudits from all sides, Some nominal busi- 
ness having been done a short recess follows,

Thenceforward thespeaker ceases to be- 
long toany political rty or to take any 
part in debates or divisions, unless com- 
pelled to exercise a casting vote, which he 
always gives On that side which allows of 
further consideration of the question. His 
duty is to preside over the proce@dings of the 
House and to decide on all questions of order 
or procedure, and his authority in every 
case is final. Of late years his  per- 
sonal power and responsibility have been 
vastly increased by the rules of ‘‘closure,’’ 
which authorize and require him to use his 
discretion in cutting short debate when 
wilful obstruction takes places. He has the 
power to suspend members or even to com- 
mit them to prison for gross misconduct, and 
his warrantisa@ll powerful for the punish- 
ment of persons found gulity of contempt of 
the house. Onthe other hand he himself is 
exempted from arrest, or any other legal 
process for acts done in his official capacity. 
At any time when he chooses to retire 
fromthe name < or fails to 
secure re-election, ” receives a 
ergs : with hereditary descent to 

is heirs male. The Speaker receives a salary 
of $25,000 a zoey. and aretiring pension of 
$12,500 for life; and he has the control of pat- 
ronage and expenditures, independently of 
the government, amounting to $150,000 a year. 
He has a very handsome residence and suite 
of offices at the House of Commons, and his 
official dinners and other entertainments are 
among the choicest festivities of London so- 
ciety. Each day when theretsa sitting of 
the House, he goes in procession with his ser- 
geant, chaplain and ushers, the laced 
skirts of his long robe held up by 
trainbearers, to hear prayers and 
read and open the proceedings 
—a quaint little bit of medigvalism that 
visitors to London may well spend a few 
minutes in witnessing—and on all state or 
public occasions he comes immediately after 
the House of Lords and receives high honors 
and deference as the impersonation of the 
people of the United Kingdom. 

The present Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons is a godson of the great Duke of Well- 
ington, whose name he bears, the families of 
Peel and Wellesley being closely connected 
by marriage; and he belongs essentially to 
the aristocracy. Yet one of 
the most popular men House, 
or, indeed, in the He has 
sat uninterruptedly for the ancient town of 
Warwick for twenty-seven years, and when- 
ever he appears in publicisthe object of the 
greatest interest and attachment. He was 
unanimously elected speakeron the retire- 
ment of Sir Henry Brand, now Lord Hamp- 
den, in 1884, being recognized as the highest 
authority on parilamentary procedure, and 
has been re-elected by acclamation at the 
opening ofeach new Farliament since, the 
leaders of hostile parties vying with one 
another in support of him. He is a tall, 
thin man with a long, grave face and a 
beara, but no mustache—much more 
like the old-fashioned ‘‘Uncle Sam’’ types of 
American, than an Englishinan; and seated 
motionless in his Gothic chair, dressed in his 
quaint but handsome costume, he isthe very 
embodiment of easy dienity and silent power. 
His courtesy and charm of manner to all 
who approach him is something that cannot 
well be described. Itis alesson in manners 
merely to hear him addressing the House, or 
to see him receiving a member;and the gen- 
uineness of his character is shown by the 
fact that, for ail his firmness and even sever- 
ity on critical occasions, he enjoys the con- 
fidence and personal friendship of the 
most unruly members. Lord Randolph 
Churchill is a particular crony of his, and so 
was the late Mr. Parnell. The last time I ever 
saw Mr. Parnell was just after the famous 
meeting of the Irish party in committee room 
No. 16, when he was deposed from the leader- 
ship and subjected to the most violent re- 
proaches from those who had been his de- 
voted adherents. When he came intothe 
House of Commons he looked like the ghost 
of his former self, he was so haggard and 
griefworn. The black shadows of the 
O’Shea catastrophe were heavy on him. 
The Conservatives did not look 
at him, The Gladstonites turned 
their backson him. The McCarthyites eyed 
him angrily and some ofthem uttered an in- 
sulting expression as he passedthem. His 
small band of followers were cowed and con- 
fused. The broken man and fallen leader 
seemed uncertain as to the right procedure 
under the new circumstances. He walked 
slowly and wearily tothe side of the Speak- 
er’s chair and asked some question in a low 
tone. The Speaker turned towards him with 
a friendly smile, gave him his hand, and, 
leaning down, talked to him for a few min- 
utes with a wonderful pleasantness and 
yet without a particle of condescension 
or effusiveness, It was the finest piece of 
high breeding in a public functionary that 
I ever saw. The Speaker of the House of 
Commons knew nothing about any divorce 
scandals or any faction squabbles. He sat 
aloft far above the foul atmosphere of ail 
such things; and to him the member for Cork 
was not less a representative of the commons 
of Great Britain and Ireland than he had 
been before. Icould not help thinking that 
in that terrible hour the best friend—the only 
true serviceable friend that Parnell had—was 
the grave, spare gentleman in the long wig, 
whose authority he had so often defied, but 
whose abounding courtesy and unerring 
counsel he knew he could count on, whoever 
else might fail him. 

Whats Mr. Peel was to Mr. Parnell he is to 
every man in that strange omnium gatherum, 
the British House of Commons—a guide, phil- 
osopher and friend, a ruler and a judge; 
sometimes a censor, but always a brother 
and an equal in sympathy, in counsel and in 
courtesy. 

So long as such men are to be found to pre- 
side over their deliberations and set the tone 
of feeling among them, there will be no 
danger of the House of Commons falling from 
their high place as the Oldest and most popu- 
lar assembly in the world. °

MARRIAGE IN VENEZUELA. 


Young Girls Are Sold and Must Support 
Their Husbands. 


From the Fashion Bazaar, 

The ceremonies attending marriage, which 
is a mere matter of buying and selling, are as 
follows: . 

As soon asa girl reaches a marriageable 
age she is shut up alone in an isolated hut, 
deprived of all ornaments, and dressed in a 
long, white gown, During the first few days 
she must not drink water, sustaining herself 
ony with a composition of medicinal herbs

is, ‘‘shut up tn her house.’’ 

The duration of this ‘retirement varies ac- 
cording to the position of the family. 

The poorer Indians cannot permit their 
daughters to remain idle for more than a few 
weeks, while among the rich this seclusion 
may continue for two, three and even four 
years. 

During this time the girl learns all thata 
woman is supposed to know. 

She is taught to spin and weave, make 
clothing and hammocks and everthing per- 
taining to aboriginal domestie economy. 

The inactive life soon makes her fat, her 
complexion becomes clearer, and in many 
cases there may be noted absolute beauty of 
feature. 

Itis not forbidden to the young men to 
gziance at her through the door (though they 
may notenter the house), provided the in- 
spection is made with matrimonial ideas; 
and should an eligible suitor demand her 
hana she is usually at once released, and the 
bargain is made, though the richer bride- 
grooms prefer that the full period of seclusion 
be observed. 

When the young lady is thus restored to so- 
ciety a grand family feast is celebrated, . 
tle are killed anda ball organized, while the 
heroine of the day, dressed in theclothes 
which she had made during her retirement, 
and in the glory of her restored ornaments is 
then considered as m@rried without further 
ceremony, except the payment of her stipu- 
lated price, 

This consideration generally takes the 
Shape of cattle divided between the father 
and other relatives of the bride. 

The woman is then obliged to maintain her 
husband in food and clothing, and Is the 
principal in all matters of business, no bar- 
gain made by aman being considered valid 
unless it has received the sanction of his 
wife. 

Women are treated with much considera- 
tion, and it is important for a stranger to 
gain their good will. 

An Indian cannot maltreat his wife, as by 
the law of compensation her relatives wuuld 
demand a reckoning; and should the woman 
die ingbild-birth, the husband must pay her 
father an amount equalto her ores price; 
but if the wife prove unfaithful, which is of 
very rare occurrence, her father must refund 
to the husband the payment made at the time 
ofthe marriage. should he be unable to 
satisfy this demand, he looks tothe seducer 
to make good the amount, beside the ‘‘pay- 
ment of tears’’ to the girl’s mother. 

Upoh the death of tle husband, the wife 
becomes the inheritance of one of his broth- 
ers, usually the youngest; and if there are no 
brothers, of the nephew.

“A WONDER IN SCIENCE. 


The Electric Light Used in a Surgica 
Operation. 
From Electricity. 


One of the most delicate surgical opera- 
tions ever performedin San Francisco was 
thatto which A. Baehm, a patient at the 
City and County Hospital, was subjected re 
cently. The operation was remarkable in 
that an endoscope, or small electric light, 
was used during the process. This was 
thrust into the thoracic. cavity, and 
by its illumination the action of 
the heart and lungs was plainly visible. This 
is the first case reported on the Pacific Coast 
where the electric endoscope was used in 
difficult surgery with beneficial results, 

Baehm was afficited with an abscess, which 
had formed in the pleural cavity and attack- 
ed the left lung. The operation was an ex- 
ceedingly dar gerous one, and In order not to 
shock the patient no mention of the intention 
of the physicians was made to him. 

The sicK man was guickly anesthetized 
and the inflated breast was exposed to view. 
A discoloration on the left side showed that 
the trouble lay under the tissue in that direc. 
tion, and Dr. Ellinwood began Operations at 
once by making two deep incisions crosswise, 
from which the blood spurted in streams. 
Several of the larger blood vessels 
were necessarily cut, but these were 
quickly ligatured with “Dr. Stillman’s assist- 
ance. The flaps of flesh were laid to one 
side, exposing the thirdribto view. This rib 
was resected for three inches, and when it 
was cut away a dark and bi opening was 
revealed, through which the thoracic cavity 
and the space between the lungs could be 
seen. Dr. Hirschfelder inserted the endo- 
ne through the opening in Baehm’s breast 
and the light was turned on, illuminating the 
interior of the cavity with remarkable dis- 
tinctness. :

‘The details of the abandonment of the bark 
Invertrossachs, which left Philadelphia 
Feb. 13 for Galcutta, do not reflect credit 
upon the conduct of Capt. Taylor, her master, 
wo with nine others deserted when she 
seemed ina sinking eendition without the 
knowledge of the rest of the crew, 

Se Briton coeeetent Were Bnaliy reeeass 
by the British steam tp Mende hn. One 
Of these survivors gives this account of their 
terrible experience: 

*“Nothing marked our progress until Eri- 

Feb, 19, when the moderate gale in: 

to a violent storm, rend it 

necessary to heave her to. was 
then her three lower topsails, It was 
advisable to clew up the fore lower topsail 
before rounding to, t all ds were too 
cold to furl, The gale by this time was so 
flerce that only the leeside of the sail could 
be got under control, but after some difficulty 
the main and crossjack yards were braced up 
on the starboard tack. 

**While so doing we bad the misfortune to 
lose one of our apprentices, James Cameron 
of Leith, who was carried overboard by the 
heavy seas we enipred. and was never seen 
again. The next development was the split- 
ting of our last sail—the migzentopsall. A 
spare jib had been spread sometime before 
in the weather jiggor rigging, and this served 
to keepthe ship before the wind. Shortly 
after the news went round that the bulwarks 
on the port side had been tornaway. The 
master now ordered out some of the cargo, 
and about fifty cases of oil were cast over- 
board. We then tried two cases of oll 
at the bows, by way olf stilling the waves, 
but the experiment had little or no 
effect. The foreyard was now swinging from 
rigging to rigging and Lege men to brin 
Gown the masts. We were trying to secure 
when crash away came the maintopmast and 
all above it. We tried to clear away the 
wreckage, but the ship rolled so heavily and 
shipped such tremendous seas that it was im- 
possible to do much g . 

‘*The pumps were now sounded, All hands 
were ordered to them, and great was our 
alarm when the carpenter reported that there 
was three feet of water in the hold and that 
it was rapidly gaining, It was now 8 a. m, on 
Saturday, Feb. 20, and everyone, from officers 
downward, pumped for dear life. 

‘*It soon became evident that the o was 
gradually sinking. Men were ordered to get 
the lifeboat ready for launching, and water 
and ap tga tap were put aboard. At day- 
break the gig was launched, but was imme- 
diately smashed. About9a’clock the water 
reached to fourteen or sixteen feet in the 
hold, and the captain ordered all hands to 
take to the boats. 

‘*Some hands accordingly jumped for the 
lifeboat, while afew remained at the pumps. 
Those who got into the lifeboat were Capt. 
W.H, Taylor, Montrose; P. Gillon, donkey- 
man, Port Glasgow; M. McKenzie, salhnaker, 
Glasgow; R. EGwards, A. B., Wales; Mc- 
Namee, A. B., Londonderry; J. R. Donovan, 
A. B., Dublin: Longston A.B., Philadelphia; 
H. Hendry, of 8. Largs; E. Rankin, ap pren- 
tice, Gibralter. 

‘*Before any more could get into the boat 
Mr. Caines, the chief officer, whois a native 
of Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, called the remain- 
der of the crew around him and said that, in 
his opinion, it was possible to keep the 
ship longer afloat, and that in any case it 
would be folly for all hands to seek safety in 
the one boat, as it could not possibly contain 
more than half their number with any chance 
of escape. 

**Confidence ina measure being restored, 
the pumps were again manned, and every 
muscle strained to gainon the water. While 
the other men were thus ay ay the cap- 
tain and the eight hands in the lifeboat cut, it 
is believed, the rope, and left the ship. 

‘*It was the suddenness of the departure 
which astonished the twenty-six men who 
stayed. The pumps could not be left by all 
hands, and food had to be snatched anyhow, 
goesing in the galley being out of the ques- 

on. 

**Early on Sunday morning it was found 
that there was twenty-two feet of water in 
the hold. The chief officer tried to run the 
ehip fore the wind, but as soon as the sea 
got on the port side she shipped such bodies 
of water and threatened foundering to such 
an extent that the helm was put down and 
she was brought back to her old position on 
the starboard tack. Work at the pumps was 
attended by the greatest peril, but the crew 
kept manfully on, and shortly before sunset 
they were gladdened to find that they had 
gained six inches on the water. 

‘*The gale now showed signs of moderating 
and an attempt was made to utilize the. don- 
key engine to help work the pumps. Previ- 
ously that had been hopeless, as the engine- 
house was flooded. he donkeyman had 
gone with the Captain In che boat, but,thanks 
to the untiring effortsofF. W. Tait, A. B., 
and H, Oriben, carpenter, the engine was 
made available forthe work. At the same 
time the chief officer, the boatswain and 
James Tabell, A. B., securing themselves 
with ropes, cut away as much of the wreck- 
age on the port side as possible, with a view 
to reaching the leaks, which had been found 
to be in the waterway of the stanchions torn 
up by the giving way of the bulwarks. At 
great risk and exposure they were able to 
drive wooden plugs into most of the holes. 

‘‘Another gale was experienced, and early 
on Sunday morningit became evident that 
the case was hopeless, for it was discovered 
that the pump shaft had been completely 
destroyed andthe ship was leaking badly. 
The only thing left wasto constructa raft, 
and this work was begun at once. although 
no one expected thatin suchasea it would 
be long upon it, 

‘*Here, then, was our position at 5 o’clock 
that Sunday morning. We hati no boats; our 
pumps were broken,and each man stood with 
a life-belt on waiting for the final plunge. 
The water in the hold had come up during the 
night to fourteen feet; but rescue was at - 
hand, fora steamer bound east had seen our 
rockets. At daylight we hoisted ‘In dis- 
tress.’ Wewere answered, ‘We will stand 
by you.” Have no boats,’ we signalled. *We 
will send one,’ was the reply. 

‘***Weare sinking,’’ was our last signal, 
and it was answered by the prompt lowering 
of the Mendelssohn’s at,in charge ofthe 
second officer, Mr. Peterson, and four brave 
seamen. The boat was gailantl ulled 
through tremendous seas toward the nver- 
trossachs. She could not approach us with 
safety, but we constructed with lines and 
life-buoys an admirable life-savinzgapparatus 
from the ship to the lifeboat, and one by one 
the twenty-six of us were taken off, the chief 
officer being the last to leave. 

‘*The dangers and difficulties attending the 
rescue may be guessed from the fact that the 
transfer of the twenty-six hands occupied no 
less than between four and five hours—four 
journeys being made. We were not off our 
ship a moment too soon, for the main lower- 
mast was tottering toits base, and the loose 
spars were making every plate shiver. When 
left the ship had sixteen feet of water in her 
es and was making eighteen inches an 

our. 

*‘None of us saved any of our effects, and 
many of us reached the Mendelssohn without 
boots and very scantily clad. The fresh water 
on board had been rendered unfit by the seas 
getting into the tanks, and altogether our 
state was most miserable. -Nothing more 
was ever seen of the Invertrossachs’ fiteboat 
or its occupants.’’

Sats of the Work on the Intercon- 
3 tinental Railway. 


CLIFFS AND CANYONS ENCOUNTERED IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA.

Kjieut. Reber’s Account of the Experience 
of the Surveying Party in Guatemala— 
The Country Through Which the Road 
Will Run—SBeyond the Isthmus—Along 
the Andes. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 28.—Among the 
passengers who arrived here from Central 
America on the steamer San Blas to-day were 
Iieuts. Sam Heber and 8s. M. Foote, two 
United States army officers, who were con- 
nected with the party, especially detailed to 
carry on apreliminary survey of the Pan- 
American or Inter-Continental Railroad from 
the City of Mexicoto Panama. Lieut. Reber 


gives some informatiomregarding the pro- 


gress of the survey. He says: 

**On our arrival at Guatemala we were de- 
layed over a month anda half making a start. 
The Guatemalan Government finally granted 
us a detail of four army officers who were of 
valuable assistance in our surveys. With the 
supplies which we had brought with us, and 
a half dozen natives we went 
up the Guatemala Central Rail- 
road to Escuintla,. about forty miles 
inland. We started out lines in a westerly 
direction, intending to tap the surveys which 
had been made by private enterprise from 
the City of Mexicoto the boundary line of 
Guatemala. Ourentire party kept together 
as far as Retalhulu, on theline of the Cham- 
perico Railroad. The line which we had run 
was along the foothills of. the Sierra Madre 
Mountains at an elevation of from 600 to 1,200 
feet. At Retalhulu our party was divided so 
asto make two separate surveys to the 
Mexican boundary. The lower survey made 
a connection at Ayutla, on the Mexican fron- 
tier, while the upper survey struck the line 
at Amatenango. The elevation of this 
road was from 6,000 to 9,000 feet. The 
lower survey is by far the more 
practicable route for a railway. In the 
Samalian canyon the railroad will have to 
wind up precipitious cliffs, rising 2,300 feet in 
a series of great loops twelve miles in length. 
Over 800 miles have been surveyed of the 
main transit line and side lines.’’ 

When Lieut. Reber came away three weeks 
ago, preparations had been’ made for con- 
tinuing the survey tothe southeastward into 
San Salvador, making the turn tothe south- 
ward near Amapala in Honduras and con- 
tinuing along the coast of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica into the United States of Colombia 
to Panama. 

But this is by no means the endof the lines. 
When completed the Intercontinental Rail- 
way will give a continuous railroad journey 
from any city inthe United States to almost 
any point of prominence in South America. 

Lieut. Reber says that of the 4,900 miles 
from the southern terminus of the Mexican 

Msystem to the northern terminus of the 
Argentine railways, only 230 miles of the 
road are already constructed, but private 
lines which can be usedin thesystem are 
under construction and surveyed to the ex- 
tent of 1,800 miles, leaving less than 2,900 
miles to belocated and built. From this 
main line, the idea istorun branch lines off 
to Venezuela, and there will be other branch 
lines sothatthe whole ofthe vast resources 
of the South American continent will be 


opened =, 

The buiiding of this railroad seems, so far, 
to be perfectly practicable. The road is not 
aslongas the distance from New York to 
San Francisco, and the reports of the en- 
gineers show that the difficulties of con- 
struction inthe Andes can be easily over- 
come. Already South America, Mexico and 
Central America have done much in the con- 
struction of railways. 

The road Mexico is building southward 
from Mexico City toward Guatemala and 
which will form a part of the Intercontli- 
nental Railway will be one of the best 
built in the world, and its ties, as 
well as its rails, are made of steel. 
The Argentine Republic, at the other ter- 
minus of the Intercontintal Railway, though 
in bad financial straits at present, has a sys- 
tem of fine railroads, and these are, it is said, 
paying well. In addition to these lines there 
are nearly 5,000 miles of road under construc- 
tion, and this great country, which is almost 
one-third as big as the United States, and 
which has the richest of lands and resources, 
will be tapped by this line. 

The South American countries, through 
which the Inter-continenta? Line will run, 
are rich in resources though very poor in 
railroads. Chili and Peru have the longest 
lines, Peru having 1,625 miles and Chili 1,700, 
of whichs670 miles belong tothe State. Ecua- 
dor, where the two South American parties 
haye done the most of their surveying, has 
only fifty miles of railway. Brazil has 5,000, 
and something like 3,000 miles under con- 
struction, and Colombia, where the Shunk 
garty is now, though itis one of the richest 
Bi ckries in the world, has only 218 miles of 
railroads. 

The country has no means of communica- 
* tion whatever with the exception of its rivers 
and its mule{paths. Still it is one of the rich- 
est countries of South America, and itis 
nearly ten times as big asthe State of New 


York. 

Colombia has some of the finest mines in 
South America, and these will be opened up 
by this railroad.’ Since the sixteenth century 
it is estimated that $625,000,000 worth of gol 
has been taken out of Colombia, and it has 
vast areas of fine coffee lands.

revails between the Central American 
states. Ezeta and Barrios are personally the 
best of friends. It is expected that Barrios 
will surrender Letona, who bas been sen- 
tenced to death.’’

REBELLIOUS BOYS, 


A Policeman Stoned While Having Onarge 
of a Deserter. 


NEWPORT, R. I., April 28.—Another ex- 
traordinary scene of disorder was witnessed 
at the United States training station here 
yesterday. During the last few months there 
have been instances of boys deserting in 
groups, showing evident discontent at the 
present method of treatment there. Some 
time ago an article was published giving 
Capt. Bunce’s idea of governing the station, 


especially with reference to not 
allowing naval apprentices under 
his command to leave'the Government reser- 
vation there. It is now nearly twelve 
months 'since he assumed command there 
and during that time not a single day’s shore 
leave has been given the apprentices. On 
Sunday last four boys got away and were 
quickly published as deserters. Oneof them 
was recaptured on Monday and returned to 
the station. A second one was taken in Fall 
River and brought here yesterday by a police 
officer of that city, who conducted his pris- 
oner to the office ofthe executive officer on 
the upper floor at the south end of the gym- 
nasium. From here the officer started to go 
with the boy up to. the Captain's 
office in the old war college building and in 
passing around the large coal bin on the east 
side alarge gang of naval apprentices as- 
sembied and stoned the police officer unmer- 
cifully. Onestone struck him onthe head, 
inflicting so severe a wound that he had to be 
taken to the Naval Hospital onthe island for 
medicaltreatment. The boys then quickly 
dispersed and up to sundown the leaders had 
not been discovered and under the present 
conditions are not likely tobe. An investiga- 
tion will be made at once. An eye witness 
said there must have been preconcerted 
action, as the boys gathered, acted and dis- 
persed so quickly.

Lord and Lincoln J. Carter be compelled to 
give an account ofa large amount of prop- 
erty of which, he alleges, he has been illegally 
deprived. In hiscomplaint he makes a ser!i-

Colgan, allas James A. Lord, the actor, 
who 185% married fiss Jane 
McLeod, a native of Nova _ S6cotia. 
In 1861, after being in the theatrical business, 
he entered the army.

wealth, with which he purchased property in 
Chicago. The property, the complainant 
says, was placed in thename of his step- 
mother intrust.

In 1865, the complainant 
avers, his step-mother became enamored of 
Carter, then a young scene painter, and in 
the same year, while at New Mexico, his 
father died suddenly after being given a dose 
of medicine. The widow continued her social 
relations with Carter, finally claiming to 
have married him. She ee showed 
the cOmplainant what purported to bea will 
of his father giving her his estate. By an 
offer of ‘‘valuable land’’ in Kansas, which 
turned out to beatree claim, she induced 
him to sign a release of his interest in the 
estate. Hence he asks the court to interfere, 
Carter and his wife now reside at 885 Forty- 
fourth street, in this city.

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ILLEGIBLE PRESCRIPTIONS, 


Why so Many Physicians are Such Very 
Poor Penmen. 


From the Chicogo Tribune. 

‘*‘Why do physicians write their prescrip- 
tions so illegibly?’’ a down-town druggist 
was asked the other day. 

**Give itup,’’ he answered. ‘‘Affectation, 
I guess. Think of a man writing such a 
thing as a prescription carelessly! Why, 
human lives depend on it, and yet—come 
‘back here; I’11 show you some samples.’’ 

Prescriptions written by a number of popu- 
lar physicians were shown. Aninexperienced 
eye could unravel nothing intelligible from 
the documents, and the druggist’s ques- 
tioner, himself no mean decipherer of bad 
writing, wondered how the store-kKeeper had 
been enabled to translate these things. 

**There is no reason for such writing,’’ con- 
tinued the druggist. ‘‘Nine-tenthsof itis 
carelessness or affectation. Wehaveto watch 
these prescriptions constantly asto quantity 
of certain ingredients in order to see if we 
have deciphered the prescription properly, 
or if the doctor has madea mistake. I have 
detected several errors on the part of physi- 
clans. 

@‘‘Of course I didn’t send the prescription 
back and thus lose the doctor’s trade. I 
simply used my own judgment, based on ex- 
perience, in regulating the quantity. Any of 
the clerks in this store know more about 
drugs and chemicals than a good many of 
these doctors. . 

‘*To those in this business it {is a wonder 
how few serious mistakes are made. Why,* 
do you know, rather than take any risk we 
refused to put up the prescriptions of a largely 
perenne physician, and all because his 

andwriting was so lllegfble. It was abomin- 
able. The only part we could read was the 
letter-head. 

‘‘A certain West Side druggist. whois now 
dead, had a brother who is yet practicing as 
a ‘medic’ with an office over the store. The 
brother was considered an excellent physi- 
cian and had an extensive practice that took 
him to all parts of the city. His prescriptions 
were presented at many drug stores, but not 
one of them could be deciphered. There was 
only one place in town where they could be 
transliated—at the brother’s drug store—and 
they always landed there. It was a great 
scheme. Since the druggist’s death the 
physician’s hand-writing has greatly im- 
proved.

TOLSTOI AT HOME. 


How He Divides the Day Between Work 
of the Body and Mind, 


James Creelman, in Harper’s Weekly. 

Count Toistoi is a firm believer in the 
maxim that work isa sacred duty. He al- 
ways devotes four hours of every to man- 
ual labor of some kina, either ploughingin 
the flelds or making shoes, and he laughs at 
the ideas of those who despise toiling with 
their hands. The village shoemaker is a 
chosen chum of his, and they are accustomed 
to work together in the count’s house, 
his litera labors Tolstol expends great 
pains, both from an intejlectual and & me- | 
chanical standpoint. His manuscript is full 
of interlineations and erasures, and the hand-

So lives Leo Tolstoi, the master mind of 
Russian thought, and one of three or four 

reat thinkers who stand alone in the intel- 
ectual record of this century above and 
beyond all others. Thus he journeys to the 
goal of life, preaching and practicing the 
sweet doctrine of man’s humanity to man. 
His bare, rude house is never closed to the 
hungry or the wanderer. His recent practi- 
cal efforts in the cause of his starving coun- 
trymen have proved, moreover, that he is no 
mere theorist or dreamer, but that in the 
teeth of a great emergency he can be a most 
practical man of actions In person he is of 
oe frame. Hisfaceisastrongone. From 
eneath a massive wrinkled brow blue-gray 
eyes seem to look you through and through, 
to scan at once your outerand inner man. 
Powerful flat nostrils jut from between high 
cheek bones. A mouth made for pity is not 
wholly obscured by the vast gray beard 
sprawling downward over a mighty chest. 

e dresses in peasants’ clothes of the coarsest 
homespun, the blouse gathered at the waist 
by a leather belt, and his feet are shod in 
shoes made by his own brown sinewy hands. 
They are very rooay fashioned foot-wear, 
too. When out of doors in stormy weather he 
wears long boots, into which the ends of his 
trousers are stuffed. 

Russia bas been blessed in the possession 
of the Tolstoi family—a fact that has come 
home to her with peculiar force very recently 
in the presence of the famine disaster. When 
the cry of distress arose, a responsive echo 
of sympathy souned ftom the quiet home at 
Yashia Poliana, and not only the great re- 
cluse himself, but his self-sacrificing wife, 
daughters and sons went forth without an in- 
stant’s hesitation to labor amid the suf- 
fering peasants in the sweet cause of charity. 
From what I personally witnessed during my 
visit to the Tolstols, Il can form some idea of 
their noble work in the famine centers. Dur- 
ing a walk through the village, which I was 
privileged to enjoy in company with the 
great writer’s daughter, Ihad an excellent 
opportunity of observing the relations main- 
tained by his family with the villagers. Ev- 
erywhere we went, whether along the high- 
way or into the interiors of the humble 
houses, were evident the signs of love and 
veneration. Nota mujik we met but would 
raise his hat with intense respect, and mur- 
mura simple benediction on my companion; 
and when we enteredacottage where any- 
body was sick, she would tenderly inguire 
for the patient, either offer assistance on the 
spot or arrange for its speedy arrival, and in 
every instance be hailed as a succoringangel. 
The deeds of this noble family long after they 
have passed away will smell sweet and 
blossom in the dust, remaininga precious 
memory toevery Russian heart. 


ELECTRIC FISHES. 


Their Special Organs for the Generation 
of Electrical Force. 


From Electricity. 


According to the statements of the eminent 
English naturalist, Prof. Stirling, there are 
in existence to-day upward of fifty species of 
fishes having more or less specialized organs, 
the function of which is the generation of 
electric discharges. These fishes differ 
widely, sometimes strikingiv, from each 
other, belonging mostly to different families, 
and occasionally even to different orders of 
the ‘‘Pisces.’’ In structure they closely re- 
semblethe other species of the genera to 
which they severally belong, differing from 
them, with an occasional exception, 
mainly inthe possession of organs for electric 
generation. The well-known  ‘‘electric 
rays,’’ for example, of which Nicholson 
mentions three and Gunther six, are the 
most prominent. These rays are found in 
the Atlantic and Indian Oceans and the 
Mediterranean Sea, further north; while 
other electric fishes are still more cosmo- 
politan, though most of them inhabit limited 
areas and warm water. 

Certain species of electric fishes have been 
known from very early times. Occasionally 
we find people ascribing mysterious powers 
to them, both of goodandevil. It is certain 
that the Abyssinians knew an electric eel, and 
us2d it ‘‘as a remedy for nervous diseases ;’’ 
and the Hindoos and other nattfons of the 
East in times past were conscious of its pow- 
ers, Humboldt describes an oid method of 
capturing this eel, practiced by the East In- 
dians, which consisted of driving horses into 
waters inhabited by the eel and allowing the 
eels to exhaust themselves by attacking the 
horses with their electric organs, when they 
were ‘‘easily harpooned by the Indians;’’ but 
subsequent travelers in the same parts where 
Humboldt says the custom was practiced 
have denied the report, and it is not now 
generally belfeved. However, the electric 
owt eg been known to those people for cen- 
turles. 

In recent times a considerable amount of 
labor has been given tothe study of electric 
fishes, and some curious and valuable fnfor- 
mation has been obtained. Mr. Todd and Dr. 
Williamson have studied the electrical eel and 
electric rays with great care, and have made 
many curious experiments with the view of 
ascertaining the nature of the discharge and 
its effects upon the animals themselves and 
their enemies. jalon, Dr. Hunter, 
Reamur, Du-Bolts-Raymond, Goeffrey, Ranoir 
and others have also enlarged our knowledge 
of these creatures, and the information con- 
cerning them is now tolerably fulland trust- 
worthy. The structure of all electric fishes {s 
pretty well known; also the natureofthe 
electric organs, and the power and duration 
of the shocks. Concerning how _ the animals 
have been endowed with such organs and 
powers very little is known.

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


Story of Mercury’s Invention of the Lyre 
When Only Four Hours Old. 


From Harper’s Young People. 

Apollo was the old god of music, and his 
favorite instrument, the lyre, was invented 
~ Mercury. When the latter was four hours 
old he found the shell of a tortoise and made 
itintoalyre with nine strings, in honor of 
the nine Muses. This instrument Mercury 
gave.to Apollo, who became a wonderful 
player upon it. The lyre was used by the 
Greeks in olden times, and from it was fash- 
ioned the harp. 

The old-time viol was the first instrument 
ofits kind, and furnished the plan for the 
modern violin, which, however, is 700 years 
ola. Itis said that Charles II. introduced It 
into England. One of the finest makers of 
violins was Stradivarius of Cremona, who 
existedinthe early part of the eighteenth 
century. Violins made by him are worth 
thousands of doNars now, and highly es- 
teemed by collectors and performers. 

The flute is very old in its forigin, but the 
flute of to-day is different from that of the 
ancients. It has been improved upon from 
time to time, and the old people would prob- 
ably failto recognize itnow. The:flageolet, 
which is somewhat similar, is credited to 
Juvigny about 1581. 

The first trumpet was @ Sea-shell, and was 
used by very old nations. Trumpets were 
well known inthe days when Homer lived, 
and a Jewish feast of trumpets is spoken of 
in the Bible, nearly 1,500B. C. Alexanderthe 
a a said to have used a speaking trumpet 


The harp, which was suggested by the 
lute, is ascribed to Jubal 8875 B. C., and was 
King David’s favorite instfument. The harp 
was used by the Welsh and Saxons, and also 
by the ancient people of Ireland. One of the 
oldest harps in existence is in the Dublin 
College Museum, and originally belonged to 
Brian Boroihme, King of ireland.

Opening of the St. Louis Race Meeting 
: Saturday. 


OVER SEVEN HUNDRED HORSES AT THE 
TRACK ALREADY. ' 


Prospects for the Biggest Meeting Ever 
Held Here Very Promising—The 
Browns Will Play Boston To-Morrow 
and Saturday—Olosing the East Side— 
Base Ball, Track and Sporting Gossip. 


The spring meeting of the St. Louis Jockey 
Club will be inaugurated day after to-mor- 
row afternoon at the Fair Grounds. The 
meeting will continue until Friday, June 3, 
andthe next daythe summer meeting will 
be inaugurated, which will continue until 
June 24, so that all told the meeting will con- 
gistof forty-eight days’ continuous racing. 
Never before inthe history of the club has 
such an elaborate programme been pre- 
pared. Five races will berun each day in- 
cluding purses, free handicaps and the big 
stakes and handicaps. During the 
spring meeting the purses will be worth 
$400, of which the winner will get $300, the 
second $75, and the third $25. The free han- 
dicaps will be worth $500,of which the winner 
will receive $350, second $100, third $50. Dur- 
ing thesummer meeting the purses will be 
$500, of which the’ winner will receive $400, 
second $75, third $25.‘ The free handicaps 
during the summer meeting will be $600, $450 
of which will go to the winner, $100 to the 
second horse and $50 tothe third horse. Al- 
together the club will distribute $150,000. 

At present about 700 horses are quartered 
at the course, and a great many 
more will come from other 
courses when the races are well started. 
Fully one-half the horses nowat Memphis 
wili come direct to this point, instead of tak- 
ing in Nashville, Lexington and Louisville as 
formerly. Most of the horses that came north 
after passing through three hard campaigns 
at the Southern meetings were completely 
fagged out, andthe result wasthat St. Louis 
had tobe content with sport furnished by 
worn out horses. Under the new arrange- 
mentthe cream of the sport will be served 
out to St. Louis, It is an acknowledged 
fact that the jockey clubs at Nashville, Lex- 
ington and Louisville cannot compete with 
St. Louis, as far as the value of the purses 
and stakes is concerned and the resuit is 
obvious, when the fact is taken into con- 
sideration that the stables operating on the 
western circuit without a single exception 
are run for profit, and will only run their 
horses where it is greatest. Of course, this 
does not mean thatevery race horse in the 
West will come here, but: it does mean that 
the better class will, In fact the best class of 
horses that has everrunata St. Louls meet- 
ing will be here during the coming forty- 
eight days. The Latonia meeting, which 
will conflict with the local meeting, is the 
only one that stands any show of even 
holding its own in the fight. Latonia, how- 
ever, offers considerably more money 
than either Louisville, Lexington or Nash- 
ville, and then the fact that it fs near 
the Blue Grass region of Kentucky, wherea 
large number of the big stables spend the 
winter, will operate inits favor. One great 
change will be noticed Saturday, and that 
is’ the absence of the well-known St. 
Louis Derby, which has been for years 
past the big eventof the meeting. Next tothe 
American and Kentucky Derby’s this was the 
most important stake run inthe West. The 
Jockey Club authorities decided to doaway 
with it and have- announced in its place the 
Inaugural Handicap. This event will be run 
over a six furlongs course. It has ninety-five 
subs¢ribers including some of e cracks of 
the West. Ed Corrigan’s great pair, Helter- 
skelter and Huron; w. H. Babb’s 
Guido the acknowledged crack of 
the West last season; Lee Connor’s 
Tim Murphy; D. R. Dickeys California cham- 

ion Pescador ;Gambrinus Stables’ Vortex and 

iss Pickwick; G. H. Leihy & Sons’ Oregon, 
Eclipse and BillyMuikey’sVerge d’Or, are sure 
starters. Such a field ought to and, undoubt- 
edly will result in giving the 41local 
followers of the bangtails the grandest 
race that has ever been run _ “here. 
Three $400 and one $500 purse scrambies 
make up the day’s sport.

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HEBREW, ISRAELITE, JEW. 


A Rabbi’s Explanation of the Meanings 
of the Three Words. 


From the Washington Evening Star. 

Itis notan infrequent occurrence that I 
am asked which of the three appellations 
given to our people, Hebrew, Israelite or 
Jew, be the more correct oracceptabie,. I 
have no doubtthat oneor the other among 
you have had similar questions to an- 
swer, nor that you experienced 
some difficulty in shaping your. re- 
ply. In books, periodicals, and dally papers, 
in public meetings and private conversa- 
tions, these words are used either indiscrim- 
inately or with an apparent doubt as to 
whether or notone or the other would be 
preferable, or perhaps objectionable. In 
order to form a correct opinion it would ap- 
pear necessary to have some Knowledge of 
the etymology, origin, and former usage of 
these terms. 

Hebrew—in our sacred tongue called ‘‘Ibri’’ 
—is derived from ‘‘avar,’’ ‘‘to cross,’’ 
**come over. It was first applied by the 
ancient inhabitants of Palestine tothe faml.- 
ly of our ancestor, Abraham, who migrating 
irom Mesopotainia to Palestine, had to cross 
or pass over the River Euphrates. ,it was 
thename by which Jews were known by 
foreignersin ancient days. Thus Joseph is 
spoken of by the Egyptians, and introduced 
himselftothem as an ‘‘Ibri’’ or Hebrew. 
Miriam asks Pharaoh’s daughter whether she 
should go and calla ‘*‘Hebrew’’ woman. 
Moses speaks to Pharaoh of the ‘*Godor the 
Hebrews,’’ andthe Prophet Jonah tells the 
heathen mariners: 

‘*‘lam a Hebrew!’’ 

The second term, ‘‘Israel,’’ ‘‘Israelite,’’ is 
to be traced tothe story of Jacob wrestling 
with a mysterious being at ‘*Peniel,’’ when 
he wastold: ‘*Thy name shall be called no 
more Jacob, but Israel,’’ that is, ‘‘striving 
with God, victorious in God,’’ or, as Gesen- 
dus translates, ‘‘soldter (or champion) of 
God.’’ 

Thus the term Israel or Israelite points to 
the mission ofthe children of our race—to 
wrestle with or battle against any forces 
hostile to their sacred trust, at the same 
time foreshadowing their final triumph and 
victory. 

The name ‘‘Israel’’ 
name of the twelve 
Later, after the 
kingdom under Jeroboam, the name 
applied only to’ the ten seced- 
ing tribes forming the northern kingdom, 
known as the Kingdom of Israel,in contradis- 
tinction tothe southern Kingdom, consistin 
chiefly of the tribes of Judah, Benjamin an 
Levi. After the destruction of the ten-tribe 
kingdom we find the old name Israel again 
used to designate the people of the Kingdom 
of Judah, andthe name ‘‘Israel’’ collective- 
ly, and ‘‘Israelite’’ individually, has to this 

ay remained in common usage. 

The third appellation, ‘‘Jehudi,’’ or 
‘‘Jew,’’ originates in the name given by 
Jacob’s wife, Leah, to her fourth son, 
‘-Judah,’’ or ‘‘Jehudah,’’ meaning praise or 
thanksto God. For at his birth’ the mother 
exclaimed, ‘‘This time I will give thanks 
unto the Lord?’’ The name was worthily 
borne by the noble and sturdy son of Jacob, 
whose record throughout is without stain 
or blemish. The ‘ribe 0 Judah, 
named after him, was the most numerous, 
enterprising and valiant among all the tribes 
of Israel. uring the ‘march through the 
desert Judah’s place was in the vanof the 
host. The traditional standard of the tribe 
was a lion’s whelp, with the words: ‘Arise, 
O Lora, and let thine enemies be scattered.’ 
Later the name ‘‘Jehudi,’’ or ‘‘Jew,’’ was 
apples to a member of the kingdom 
oO Judah (atter the separation 
of the kingdom of Israel), even to those not 
of the tribe of Judah; proof of which we find 
in the fact that the book of Esther Mordecai 
though of the tribe of » is call 
‘Ish Jehudi,’’ a ‘‘Jehudi,’’ or **‘Jew.’’ After 
the return of the Bab ptivity all the 
members of the new stat called Jehu- 
dim, Jews or Judeans, being ex- 
tended to the remnants people scat-~ 
tered througbout the nations. 

So much as to the 
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among the three the first, ‘‘Hebrew,’’ is the 
most ancientand remote. Andasin ancient 
days by it the Jew was distinguished from 
foreigners, so to-day it would appear that in 
order to point out anything distinctively 
Jewish the word Hebrew is more properly 
applied. Thus we speak ofa Hebrew lan- 
guage, Hebrew literature, Hebrew melo- 
dies, etc. Otherwise the appellations Israel- 
ite and Jew, or Israelitish and Jewish, are 
more frequently employed as more expressive 
and characteristic intheir meaning and im- 
portant in history. Of the two the Sormar is 
a name of honorable distinction, referring 
to the divine calling of Israel, the spiritual 
combat of truth against falsehood, of lignt 
against darkness, in which our people were 
enlisted as a nation, in which they were still 
engaged when, with the fall of Jerusalem and 
their destruction of the temple, they ceased 
to be a nation, and which will not terminate 
until, in the fullness of time, God’s light and 
truth will finally triumph. 

And with the name ‘‘Israelite’’ that of 
‘*Jew,”’’ the children of our race will ever 
proudly bear and cherish. They trace its 
origin to the noble ancestor, and brave and 
distinguished tribe, whose name was perpet- 
uated inthe Kingdom of Judah, loyaland 
true to its ancestral faith ana traditions, 

And when the autonomy of Israet asa na- 
tion was destroyed its fragments—though 
scattered Droadcast over the earth—were 
still closely united by the strange spell of 
that ancient name Jehudi or Jew, by which, 
individually, we were and still are wont to 
call each other, and by which we are chiefly 
recognized by the world.

CHEROKEE TALISMANS. 


Carefully Guarded Stones of Which the 
Greatest is the Ulasutti. 
From the New York gun. 


Stones endowed with magic powers have 
held an important place in the world’s belief 
from the daysof the oracular stone in the 
breast-plate of theancient Jewish high pxrlest 
down to the Lee penny and the murrain stone 
of modern times, The Cherokee medicine 
men makense of several stone talismans, 
commonly crystals; found among their native 
mountains. One is a translucent purple stone 
about an inch long, with a sharp point. With 
this the conjurer claimed tobe able to find 
lost or stolen articles orto tell the where- 
abouts of game in the mountains. 

To test the matter, a coin was thrown into 
the grass at random while he was not look- 
ing, and he was told the money was hisif he 
could find it. Procuring a string about a 
yard long, he tied one end of it around the 
middle of the stone.
